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No obits 
this week 
- again

F or the second time in just less 
than two years, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has no obituaries in this 
week’s edition. 

It was August 13, 1998 that the 
B.A.R. last had no obituaries in an 
issue, a first since the AIDS epidemic 
exploded in San Francisco’s gay com¬ 
munity in the early 1980s. 

Like 1998, the news this week 
doesn’t mean there were no AIDS 
deaths in the past week; next week’s 
issue may have more obits than usual. 
Nevertheless, after two decades of 
struggle and death, and some weeks 
with as many as 31 obituaries printed 
in the B.A.R., it is noteworthy that 
there are none this week. 

Recently, news reports have cov¬ 
ered the fact that HIV infection rates 
may be on the rise in San Francisco, 
though there is debate over what that 
increase may actually be, as health de¬ 
partment officials have backpedaled 
from an initial statement saying there 
were 900 new HIV infections in San 
Francisco last year. 

Ironically, the news of no obits 
comes on the heels of a heated meeting 
of the city’s HIV Prevention Planning 
Council last Thursday, July 13, where 
councilmember Vince Gaither (a.k.a. 
Sister Mary Mae Himm) was “outed” 
by local activists David Pasquarelli and 
Michael Petrelis for having an adver¬ 
tisement on a barebacking Web site. 
That same evening, Pasquarelli and Pe¬ 
trelis outed another community mem¬ 
ber, Keith Folger, of the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, whose HIV prevention position is 
funded by the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention. Folger also had an 
ad on the Web site (www.barebackcen- 
tral.net), though his had been removed 
by last Friday. As of Tuesday, July 18, the 
Web site had been removed. 

According to the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health’s June AIDS 
quarterly surveillance report, there 
have been 184 reported cases of AIDS 
so far this year, with 109 of those 
among gay or bisexual men, 31 among 
injection drug users, and 25 among gay 
or bisexual IDUs. Eleven of the report¬ 
ed cases were among heterosexuals. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, DPH director, told 
the B.A.R. that while it’s “great news” 
that there are no obits this week, it in 
no way means the AIDS epidemic has 
lessened, here or anywhere else. 

“Sadly, we know that there will be 
more deaths,” Katz said. “Our existing 
treatment recommendations don’t 
work for everyone and are associated 
with serious side effects. Nonetheless, 
the treatments are making a differ¬ 
ence and it is nice for our communi¬ 
ty to have a reprieve, no matter how 
brief, from death and loss.” 

According to the B.A.R .'s policy, 
people have up to one year after the 
death of a loved one to submit an 
obituary. ▼ 


Felony grand theft conviction, criminal record revealed 


District 6 supe candidate Gil 
Criswell explains 'an ugly time'

T he race for San Francisco supervisor in 
District 6 keeps getting bigger, with each 
candidate promising to be better than 
the last, and many gays are among the 27 
people running in the progressive district. 
But one such candidate may have a little 
more work on his hands; in addition to cam¬ 
paigning, registering voters, and outlining his 
platform as a “politician for the people,” of¬ 
fice-seeker Gilbert Criswell may also have to 
explain his criminal record. 

Criswell, now a 15-year resident of San 
Francisco, was charged in 1986 with a felony 
for embezzling over $12,000 in funds from 
the nonprofit Easter Seal Society, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. He then fled the 
city before he could be served the warrant for 
30 counts of forgery and theft, and returned 
in 1988, only to be recognized by his victims 
when he appeared on a televised Police Com¬ 
mission hearing to complain about police 
conduct during the infamous and brutal 
“Castro Sweep.” 

Criswell was arrested in 1989 and pleaded 
guilty to felony grand theft as defined by sec¬ 
tion 487.1 of the penal code, receiving five 
years of probation. The six pages of charges 
listed against Criswell in the court report detail 
a three-month spree whereby Criswell was 
caught forging checks and endorsements to 
obtain Easter Seal money, where he was em¬ 
ployed as an accountant. The checks were 
cashed through Wells Fargo Bank, usually 
$500-$ 1,000 at a time. But according to 
Criswell, the anonymous tip that alerted the 
B.A.R. to these incidents is nothing but “dirty 


politics,” and his arrest 
itself was an attempt by 
former Mayor Frank 
Jordan’s administration 
to discredit witnesses 
against the police. 

“It was an ugly peri¬ 
od of time, where gays 
and lesbians literally 
had to fight for our sur¬ 
vival,” Criswell told the 
B.A.R. “I had just had 
my head splattered 
against the sidewalk by 
police and was unem¬ 
ployed and trauma¬ 
tized when I pleaded 
guilty to those charges.” 

He added that be¬ 
cause the charges were 
filed when he was in 
his early 20s, he does 
not see them as relevant to current campaign 
issues. Criswell turns 38 years old in January. 

“How far are we going to go back - to 
somebody’s high school years?” said Criswell. 
“I’m busy talking about the issues of today.” 

Criswell just this week demonstrated on 
the steps of City Hall to protest “carpetbag¬ 
gers” - candidates like Mayor Willie Brown’s 
recruit Chris Dittenhafer - that have moved 
into District 6 in order to run for the open 
supervisor seat. District 6 has no incumbent; 
Supervisor Leslie Katz last week announced 
she is not running for re-election because she 
can’t afford to move into the district. Ditten¬ 
hafer was asked by the mayor to run hours 
after Katz held her news conference stating 
she would not be a candidate. 

“I’m no saint, but I want to be an example 


to the community,” said 
Criswell. “I want people 
to take me as I am - the 
good and the ugly. But 
the ugly is from when I 
was young. I’ve grown 
as a person and I’ve 
proven myself. That 
doesn’t excuse the fact 
that I used poor judg¬ 
ment and bad record 
keeping under no su¬ 
pervision at my old job. 
But I was set up by the 
police who sought to 
discredit the people 
that testified against 
them for their brutality 
at the sweep.” 

Criswell also noted 
that playing “dirty poli¬ 
tics” was bound to 
backfire on most candidates. 

“If you want to open Pandora’s box it’s 
going to hit a lot of people in this city,” he said. 
“Nobody in San Francisco has a clean past. 
People know that I’ve been fighting for gay 
and human rights and will continue to do so.” 

Criswell, an Air Force veteran and six-year 
resident of the Inner Mission, is the host of 
the queer television show Electric TV, and 
was a vocal supporter of the fight to re-open 
the bathhouses. He was profiled as a District 
6 candidate in the June 8 issue of the B.A.R. 
and has been endorsed by the Emergency 
Coalition to Save Public Health. Distinct 6 in¬ 
cludes the neighborhoods of South of Mar¬ 
ket, the Tenderloin, Hayes Valley, the Inner 
Mission, Treasure Island, South Beach, and 
the Lower Polk. ▼

Fed s allow 
Oakland 
club to sell 
marijuana

T he United States justice system took a 
small step toward minding its own busi¬ 
ness but a giant leap for those in need last 
week when a federal judge ruled against his 
own order that prohibited the operation of a 
medical marijuana dispensary in Oakland. 

U.S. District Judge Charles Breyer said last 
Friday, July 14 that he will support a ruling by 
a U.S. Court of Appeals in San Francisco that 
allows those with medical necessities to be ex¬ 
empt from nationally-mandated drug penal¬ 
ties. The appeals court found that Breyer did 
not consider the potential for harmwhen he 
banned pot clubs in five California counties 
two years after the state’s medical marijuana 
law was passed by voters. Breyer’s original 
ruling caused the shutdown of the Oakland 
Cannabis Buyer’s Cooperative, which once

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HIV re-entry education 
program going strong

B t started about four years ago 
when Pat Christen, executive 
director of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, was persuaded 
to have her agency support a pro¬ 
gram that would help HIV-posi¬ 
tive people re-enter college to 
complete their education. Today, 
the HIV Re-entry and Empower¬ 
ment Program has awarded 
$600,000 in scholarships to stu¬ 
dents, many of whom have earned 
college degrees and are working in 
the community. 

A variety of outside funding 
sources have contributed to the 
scholarship fund. This year, the 
nonprofit program, run by Execu¬ 
tive Director Bill Hershon, re¬ 
ceived $250,000 in state funding 
thanks to Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco). The 
funds will be used to grant schol¬ 
arships for eligible state residents. 
Hershon said that local AIDS ac¬ 
tivists Jeff Getty and Jeff Sheehy 
worked with Migden on getting 
the state funding. Getty, in fact, is a 
graduate of the re-entry program. 

“One hundred percent of the 
state money will be for student 
benefit,” Hershon told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Hershon noted his program is 
a separate 501(c)(3) organization. 
He works out of a small office at 
New College, which has a collabo¬ 
ration with the re-entry program, 
although students can receive 
scholarships to other colleges, 
Hershon said. 

The re-entry program consists 
of weekend college courses, which 
includes upper-division classes 
designed for adult students with 
prior college experience. Students 
may enter with 45 to 90 units of 
transferable credits. The program 
spans three semesters of four 
months each. It comprises 12 
months of study leading to a 


bachelor of arts degree. Students 
attending New College can also 
participate in the law, psychology, 
or other programs. New College’s 
Law School is one of the oldest 
public interest law schools in the 
country. The graduate psychology 
program was founded on the un¬ 
derstanding that any analysis of 
individual psychology that ignores 
social, cultural, and political fac¬ 
tors, or any political analysis that 
does not take into account psy¬ 
chological processes, will be in¬ 
complete and misleading. 

Since the re-entry program’s 
inception, 47 people have gradu¬ 
ated with bachelor’s, master’s, or 
law degrees. “A number of people 
have been placed in community 
organizations,” Hershon added. 

One of those people is openly 
gay Jake Tapia, who earned his 
bachelor’s degree a couple of years 
ago and last month graduated 
with a master’s degree in AIDS 


policy and treatment issues. Tapia 
now works at the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center. 

“I thought it was fantastic,” 
Tapia said of his experience in the 
re-entry program. “It really 
changed my life for the better. 
When I found out I was HIV-pos¬ 
itive, I felt trapped. I met up with 
Bill [Hershon] and Jonathan [Join¬ 
er, the program director] and they 
talked about the scholarship. The 
only reason I’m in the AIDS field 
now is because of the project.” 

Hershon, who’s been HIV-pos-. 
itive for over 15 years, earned his 
law degree from New College. And 
he sees the difference the re-entry 
program has made in the lives of 
the students who have completed 
it and earned college degrees. ▼

City issues first medical pot ID cards

WM& oday we are here to herald 
\\ the creation of the cannabis 
m voluntary ID card system,” 
announced Department ofPublic 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
last Friday, July 14 before a small 
gathering of medicinal marijuana 
supporters on the steps of the 
DPH building at 101 Grove Street 
across from San Francisco’s City 
Hall. 

Get ’em while they’re hot. 
They’re the new non-identifying 


ID cards which, for a fee of $25 
and a little paperwork, the city is 
now giving users of medical mar¬ 
ijuana and their primary care¬ 
givers the chance to go legit. The 
new medical cannabis ID card 
with the health department’s im¬ 
primatur - but with no identify¬ 
ing information on them save the 
cardholder’s picture - can simply 
be flashed at inquisitive law en¬ 
forcement officers, proving that 
the city has certified them as legit¬ 
imate medical cannabis users or 
primary caregivers (people who 
help a primary cardholder grow 


or maintain a ready stash of 
cannabis). 

In San Francisco, busts for the 
personal use of marijuana - med¬ 
ical or otherwise - are not com¬ 
mon, according to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department. But ha¬ 
rassment is still known to occur, 
and the new program is designed 
to take some of the worry away 
from those who imbibe the weed 
for its known medicinal benefits.

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Man collapses at 
MCC shelter, dies

M 25-year-old man died 
'' Thursday afternoon, July 6, 
l p i the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned, after experiencing an 
undisclosed medical emergency 
three and a half days earlier at the 
new queer youth shelter at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco in the Castro. 

The church has dubbed the 
new six-bed shelter “Matt’s Place” 
to honor Matthew Shepard, the 
gay college student murdered in 
1998.. 

According to the Reverend 
Penny Nixon, co-pastor at MCC- 
SF, Curtis Howard was staying at 
the church’s shelter the night of 
Sunday, July 2, and at about 5 a.m. 
on Monday July 3, “a staff coun¬ 
selor called paramedics and he 
was taken to the hospital.” 

“The Castro, the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, and Matt’s 
Place was home for Curtis,” Nixon 
said in a statement. “He volun¬ 
teered his time as a sign language 
interpreter for the deaf during our 
church services. We are very grate¬ 
ful that Curtis’s last days were 
spent in a clean place with people 
caring for him. As members of the 
queer community, we value an 
ethic of‘death with dignity.’” 

MCC-SF declined to provide 
further details surrounding the 
circumstances of Howard’s condi¬ 
tion at the time of his transport by

ambulance to California Pacific 
Medical Center’s Davies campus 
on Castro Street. 

The church said that during his 
final hours, Howard was with his 
mother, Sandy, MCC-SF pastor 
Jim Mitulski, and others. 

At press time, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter was not able to confirm 
Howard’s cause of death with the 
hospital, although according to 
MCC-SF’s prepared statement is¬ 
sued Tuesday, July 18, the young 
man “died of cardiac arrest.” 

An employee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Medical Examiner’s office, 


who asked not be named, said the 
office had no record of the death, 
which he said indicated that the at¬ 
tending physician had not ordered 
an autopsy. He added that if recre¬ 
ational drugs had been found in the 
young man’s blood at the time of 
his early morning hospital admis¬ 
sion, the attending physician would 
have been required to order an au¬ 
topsy, including toxicology tests. 

The body has been cremated, 
and the cost of several hundred 
dollars was covered by MCC-SF. 

A memorial service was held at 
MCC-SF last Wednesday evening, 
July 12. San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno said that he spoke at 
the service, and also adjourned a 
recent session of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors in Howard’s memory. 

Leno had stopped by the 
MCC-SF shelter “a few times” 
since it opened on May 28, five 
weeks prior to Howard’s appar¬ 
ently sudden, and ultimately fatal, 
illness. Howard was part of a 
small, tight “family” of homeless 
young people, Leno said, who had 
been staying regularly at the small 
shelter, and previously at the city- 
funded temporary shelter at 
MCC’s now-closed church in Noe 
Valley, where the supervisor had 
been a frequent visitor. 

The Noe Valley shelter, estab¬ 
lished to house 10-12 lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgendered, queer, and 
questioning young adults between 
the ages of 18 and 24, was fully

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PWAs can get housing 
money from state

eople living with AIDS or 
other disabilities and senior 
citizens can receive up to 
$816 this year from the state, but 
some AIDS service organizations 
might not know about the one¬ 
time offer, advocates said. 

“Due to the large state budget 
surplus, Governor Gray Davis dras¬ 
tically increased the Homeowners 
and Renters Assistance Program for 
this fiscal year only,” said Fiona Ma, 
district representative for state Sena¬ 
tor John Burton (D-San Francisco). 

Devan, a San Francisco tenant 
and PWA who did not want his last 
name used, received his $600 check 
last week. “I was shocked. I was only 
expecting $240 and was unaware of 
the large increase. Everyone on dis¬ 
ability should apply for this,” he 
said. Devan mailed his completed 
form to the state Franchise Tax 
Board about six weeks ago. 

“It’s really sad and frustrating. 
Case managers at AIDS agencies 
should know about this and 
should have been telling us about 
this years ago,” said Devan. 

The homeowners portion of 
the program began in 1968. Blind 
and disabled renters were added 
in 1979, according to Denise 
Azimi, of the Franchise Tax Board. 

Azimi reported that more people 
are becoming aware of the program. 
“In 1998 we mailed out 160,000 
checks. In 1999, we sent 400,000.” 
Azimi credited state Assemblyman 
Mike Machado (D-Stockton) for 
raising the allowable income levels 
consistent with inflation. 

Ma stated that Burton’s office 
did a district mailing last year to 
inform his constituents. 

Stephanie Snyder, case manag¬ 
er at Oakland’s Center for AIDS 
Services, has helped over 40 PWAs 
complete their forms this year. “We 
found out about the renters assis¬ 


tance late in the game last year, so 
this year I got on top of it in April. 
Our low-income clients can really 
use the cash,” Snyder said. 

All Californians who were dis¬ 
abled, blind, or over 62 on De¬ 
cember 31, 1999 qualify if they 
pay at least $50 per month on rent 
or are homeowners. Any individ¬ 
ual with 1999 income less than 
$33,993 or household income less 
than $61,806 is eligible. Rebate 
amounts increase as income de¬ 
creases. Anyone on SSI (approxi¬ 
mately $8,500 annual income) can

T he tribulations - and trials - 
of our hometown AIDS ac¬ 
tivism rift shall proceed as 
usual at the civil courthouse when 
Project Inform’s quest to secure 
restraining orders against ACT 
UP/San Francisco continues this 
Tuesday, July 25. 

Project Informs case is based on 
years of harassment, according to its 
staff, but culminated with the April 
17 demonstration of ACT UP 
members David Pasquarelli, 
Michael Bellefountaine, Andrea 
Lindsay, Ronnie Burk, Todd 
Swindell and others, who stormed 
a strategic treatment interruption 
forum and allegedly assaulted and 
threw hard pills at participants. Pro¬ 
ject Informs Judy Leahy injured her 
knee during the mayhem, reported¬ 
ly after Pasquarelli pushed her. 

The hearings have lasted more 
than a month at this point and 
have included everything from the 
description of tedious, irrelevant 
details to the high drama of

The 
pair were apprehended June 30 by 
police on misdemeanor charges 
stemming from the April 17 inci¬ 
dent, and ACT UP/SF blamed Pro¬ 
ject Inform for arranging the arrest 
in order to interfere with the case. 
Project Informs attorneys denied 
the charges. 

ACT UP members have repeat¬ 
edly disputed allegations of vio¬ 
lence while on the stand, and their 
attorney even somehow got Leahy 
to admit that she did not actually 
see Pasquarelli shove her before 
she fell (she did, however, fall in a 
direction that seems to exclude the 
possibility that someone was acci¬ 
dentally pushed into her). De¬ 
scribing their tactics as “perfor¬ 
mance art,” ACT UP members also 
rejected the idea that they threw 
any pills, although they do admit 
seeing them fly through the air. 

If the restraining orders are 
granted, the ruling could effec¬ 
tively bar ACT UP/SF from any 
public place where Project Inform 
staff members are present. ▼

Bay Area gay candidates 
get national endorsement

T wo Bay Area candidates who 
are in runoff elections in 
November for city council 
races received endorsements from 
the national Gay and Lesbian Vic¬ 
tory Fund. The Monday, July 17 
announcement included several 
openly gay and lesbian candidates 
who are seeking a variety of public 
offices in races across the country. 

Both Rebecca Kaplan, who’s 
running for the at-large seat on 
the Oakland City Council, and 
Ken Yeager, who’s running for the 
District 6 seat on the San Jose City 
Council, were endorsed by the 
Victory Fund. Neither council has 
ever had an elected openly gay or 
lesbian member. 


Yeager was the 
top vote-getter in March, but since 
none of the candidates got a ma¬ 
jority of votes, he’s in the Novem¬ 
ber runoff. 

Yeager, a Democrat who has 
the support of San Jose Mayor 
Ron Gonzales, is currently the 
only openly gay elected official in 
Silicon Valley; in 1992 he was 
elected to the San Jose Commu¬ 
nity College Board, to which he 
was re-elected in 1996. In that ca¬ 
pacity, he succeeded in imple¬ 
menting a domestic partnership 
initiative. 

Both Kaplan and Yeager have 
held recent fundraising events, 
and more are planned, as well as 
debates with their respective chal¬ 
lengers as their campaigns move 
into high gear. 

Beyond publicizing its en¬ 
dorsements to inform the gay and 
lesbian community about quali¬ 
fied openly gay and lesbian candi¬ 
dates, the Victory Fund invites di-

rect contributions from its mem¬ 
bers to the campaigns of their 
choice. The organization then 
bundles these contributions and 
sends 100 percent of this assis¬ 
tance to the campaigns in a strong 


demonstration of community 
support when the candidates need 
it most. The Victory Fund’s polit¬ 
ical action committee also makes 
its own direct candidate contribu¬ 
tions. 

To support Kaplan, contribu¬ 
tions should be made out to “The 
Committee to Elect Rebecca Ka¬ 
plan” and there is a $500 limit for 
individuals. Corporate contribu¬ 
tions are prohibited. 

To support Yeager, checks 
should be made payable to “Ken 
Yeager for City Council.” San Jose 
has a $250 contribution limit and 
all funds must be received by Oc¬ 
tober 23.

The Victory Fund has en¬ 
dorsed 30 candidates so far for 
2000 and 2001 races. The people, 
from 16 states, include Democ¬ 
rats, Republicans, independents, 
and third party candidates run¬ 
ning for local, state, and federal 
office. 

“We have a large number of 
gay and lesbian community lead¬ 
ers running for office throughout 
the country, with new endorse¬ 
ments expected at a quickening 
pace as November nears,” said 
Brian Bond, executive director of 
the Victory Fund. “While America 
has about half a million elected 
officials, fewer than 200 are open¬ 
ly gay, lesbian, or bisexual, and the 
discrimination our community 
faces remains rampant through¬ 
out the country and legal in 39 
states and under federal law.” 

In Oakland, Kaplan will face 
incumbent Henry Chang for the 
at-large seat. A community ac¬ 
tivist and Green Party member, 
Kaplan has been endorsed by her 
party’s presidential candidate 
Ralph Nader and progressive 
leader Noam Chomsky. Despite 
being greatly outspent by Chang 
in the March primary, Kaplan 
placed a respectable second, and 
Chang failed to get a majority of 
votes, resulting in the runoff. 

In the South Bay, Yeager has 
been gearing up for his runoff; he 
will face neighborhood activist 
Kris Cunningham for the council 
seat that includes the Willow Glen 
and Rose Garden areas near the

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Bare bones prevention 


WP he newly resurrected gay activist 
H group Queer Nation caused quite a 
I stir last week in HIV/AIDS advocacy 
circles when members bombarded the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Council and a Stop 
AIDS Project-sponsored forum with the 
salacious revelations that two prevention ad¬ 
vocates - one an HPPC member and the 
other a federally funded prevention worker 
for Stop AIDS - had advertisements on a 
bareback Web site. Barebacking, of course, is 
the widely used term these days for what is 
unprotected anal sex, or more simply, fuck¬ 
ing without a condom. And, as everyone 
knows by now, prevention experts, advocates, 
and community leaders have been drum¬ 
ming home the fact that - barring abstinence 
- sex with a condom is one of the most ef¬ 
fective HIV prevention techniques around. 

While on the face of it, Queer Nation’s 
“outing” was typically over the top, and like¬ 
ly caused the two men, Vince Gaither (a.k.a. 
Sister Mary Mae Himm) and Keith Folger, 
some public embarrassment, in the long 
run, the activists have hit upon something 
that needs the community’s full attention - 
and at the same time raises some questions. 

The HPPC is a community planning body 
that was established through a grant from the 
federal Centers for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. The Stop AIDS Project’s “Positive 
Force” forums - and by extension Folger’s 
salary - are paid for by the CDC. Is it hypocrit¬ 
ical that there are at least two openly HIV-pos¬ 
itive men who are affiliated with those bodies - 
which are by their very existence committed to 
promoting HIV prevention in San Francisco - 
who are actively advertising themselves as peo¬ 
ple who bareback, even if all their barebacking 
partners are also HIV-positive, as claimed? 

At first, we thought so. 

But after thinking it through, we now see 
this as a good thing for HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts. Or at least, it can be if gay men and 
others interested in stemming the rate of 
HIV infection seize the opportunity. 

And that is the opportunity of dealing 
with something that has basically been an 
open secret since the term “barebacking” 
surfaced in the mainstream media over two 
years ago. That not-so-secret fact is - and 
Gaither and Folger have told us this - a lot 
of gay men are barebacking. Why? Well, as 
gay men have been saying since the begin¬ 


ning of the AIDS epidemic, sex without a 
condom feels better. That point was brought 
home just this week in a local daily newspa¬ 
per. As gay journalist Bruce Mirken suc¬ 
cinctly put it, “Sex is ultimately about inti¬ 
macy. And however you slice it, condoms 
are the enemy of intimacy.” Anyone 
who tells you that sex with a con- ^ 

dom is the same is lying, he 
added, and while condoms may 
slow the AIDS epidemic down, ^ 
they will never stop it. 

Therein lies the challenge, and the 
opportunity that must be taken: gay men 
need to start talking openly about the is¬ 
sues involved in barebacking 
and prevention workers need to 
get with it and publicly ac¬ 
knowledge that it is occurring 
more and more. The Department of Public 
Health needs to increase awareness about its 
Post-Exposure Prophylaxis program, so that 
people who have been exposed to a high-risk 
sex practice can get tested and begin anti-HIV 
treatments if they choose to do so. 

Prevention educators need to get real, 
stop judging, and start informing people 
who bareback with people of known or un¬ 



known serostatus about how they can min¬ 
imize their risk of infection or re-infection. 
It’s called “harm reduction,” in the parlance 
of public health. 

Steven Tierney, the DPH’s HIV prevention 
director, told us that he’s not averse to having 
Gaither remain on the HPPC, and that it 
would be a good way to get a dialogue 
going about this critical issue facing many 
gay men. Steven Gibson, Folger’s boss at 
Stop AIDS, feels the same way. 

On the research front, as we’ve 
been saying for years, scientists and 
others should redouble efforts to find 
a microbicide - a cream or gel - that 
will block HIV infection. Stud¬ 
ies under way are woefully un¬ 
derfunded and aren’t even fo¬ 
cusing on a microbicide that 
can be used for anal sex, the primary HIV 
transmission route among gay and bisexual 
men. This needs to immediately change. 

Honesty and communication are needed 
among men who have sex with men to deal 
with the new reality of increased high-risk 
sex. Increased funding for medical research 
into rectal microbicides is urgently needed 
to develop a safe, effective product. T 



The battleground is our body

n the war for our spirit, the battleground 
is our body. 

When Pope John Paul II condemned 
the recent gay pride march in Rome, his 
words spread far beyond the plaza of St. 
Peter’s Square. Each sentence was a precise, 
calculated, and carefully prepared weapon 
aimed at our bodies. Queer bodies! 

Like others who hold power, this pope 
knows the regulation and condemnation of 
a person’s body, through legislation, reli¬ 
gious dogma, and physical domination, is 
the ultimate source of control. He fully un¬ 
derstands regulations are not simply writ¬ 
ten on books of sacred and civic law. 

To effectively exercise his power he 
knows he must reach to the flesh of bodies, 
where skin bleeds, bones break, and vaginas 
tear. He uses terror and shame as weapons, 
just as much as when desire’s voice is si¬ 
lenced and love itself is mutilated. He knows 
full well the response to words like “disor¬ 
dered,” and “contrary to natural law,” is 
beaten, bruised, and battered bodies. 

On Sunday, July 9, though physically 
frail, Pope John Paul II flexed the full mus¬ 
cle of the Roman Catholic Church to de¬ 
clare his position as “Holy Father.” 

When Pope John Paul II said, “The 
church cannot silence the truth, because this 
... would not help discern what is good 
from what is evil,” it was his declaration that 
he, not us, determined the appropriate con¬ 
trol of our bodies. 

In 1993, when the pope visited Africa, it 
had been established that millions of 
women and men on that continent were 
HIV infected and whole villages were deci¬ 


mated by the AIDS plague. In this environ¬ 
ment the pope condemned use of contra¬ 
ception and labeled it a sin. 

The only realistic way to make a differ¬ 
ence in the rising spread of the epidemic was 
religiously opposed. For this celibate man 
from another culture, a “holy” man, to use 
his power in such a way is perverse. When 
any world religious leader calls AIDS a 
divine retribution and refuses to pro¬ 
mote safe sex as a public health issue, 
they - not us - are morally deficient. 

When their theology of calcu¬ 
lated silence is clearly more impor¬ 
tant than bodies who would suffer 
and die, it is they who are intrinsi¬ 
cally evil. Their rhetoric 
of judgment is different 
only in degree, but not in 
kind, from the picket 
signs of Fred Phelps 
godhatesfags.com Web site. 

The mass rape of women in Bosnia 
stunned the senses and motivated a course of 
action. There was a passionate effort to have 
these atrocities recognized as war crimes. 
With horror we read that Pope John Paul II 
responded not in outrage or support. Rather, 
his response was a prayer that these violated 
women wouldn’t have abortions. Using lan¬ 
guage of the church, his response is an abom¬ 
ination, an anathema to the gospel. 

The social teachings of the Roman 
Catholic Church are grounded in a deep- 
seated belief in solidarity with those who are 
marginalized or outcast. Yet, never can we 
forget that thousands who celebrated an un¬ 
precedented day of World Pride earlier this 
month in the “Holy City” will return to 
countries where their lives are threatened. 

Because of this pope’s statements, bod¬ 


ies will be at constant risk solely because of 
how they love. In America, gay youth will 
continue to roam our streets, outcasts from 
their families and churches. 

Why isn’t compassion extended to people 
on these margins? Why must we be put down 
the moment we rise up proud and celebrato¬ 
ry? Obviously, in the grand religious scheme, 
some bodies matter and some do not. 

On Saturday, July 8, we came by the thou¬ 
sands to Rome. As a community we stood at 
the gates of the Vatican. The words 
of the church say, “Come to me all 
that are weary and I will give you 
rest.” Their action was rejection. 
Religion is not the culprit. It is 
the abuse of power and 
the misuse of the religious 
teachings. 

The weekend of World 
Pride revealed another spiritual truth. The 
pope is not the only one who can claim to 
speak for God, nor is he the only “Christian” 
voice. The voice of the people, spiritual peo¬ 
ple, gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
people can and did become a powerful voice 
of Christians and people of faith. 

It was a voice that demands respect for 
our bodies as temples of God. A voice that 
declared our bodies matter, all of them. It is 
our voice that denounces every religious 
theology that will support or tolerate any 
body to be battered, bruised, bashed or 
beaten. Our struggle is to declare that our 
bodies must never again be used as the bat¬ 
tleground in the war for our spirit. T

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Health director responds 

Does the Bay Area Reporter believe in the public’s 
right to know, even if that information is not yet fi¬ 
nalized? Does the B.A.R. believe that a Health De¬ 
partment should work with community researchers 
on analyzing data, even if that may sometimes result 
in premature leaks of information? Would the B.A.R. 
prefer a Health Department that operated in secrecy 
to prevent leaks? 

I pose these questions because of last week’s edi¬ 
torial in the B.A.R. (“Numbers games at DPH”) that 
was highly critical of the Department of Public 
Health. The editorial claims that we “flame[d] the fires 
of AIDS bias” because a community researcher re¬ 
vealed to a rival newspaper that the data available at 
that time indicated that the number of new HIV in¬ 
fections in San Francisco had increased from 500 to 
900 infections per year. 

As I told the B.A.R. when they called, I had not yet 
reviewed the data and the best estimate of the num¬ 
ber of new infections in San Francisco could be high¬ 
er or lower than 900 infections a year. I also explained 
that we believed, from multiple indicators that we 
have released in the past, that HIV incidence (the like¬ 
lihood that a person will become newly infected with 
HIV) had increased in San Francisco. The fact that 
HIV incidence is increasing is much more significant 
that the estimated number of new infections, since the 
number of new infections depends on a variety of fac¬ 
tors including the size of the affected community. 

Although, I wish that my department had the op¬ 
portunity to present the data when it was ready and 
fully reviewed, I do not regret that I run the depart¬ 
ment in an open manner, with community participa¬ 
tion, even if it sometimes results in news leaks. I have 
faith in the public’s ability to review information and 
draw their own conclusions. 

The study that sparked the media interest showed 
that HIV incidence among men who have 
sex with men and went for testing at one of 
our anonymous testing sites had increased 
from 1.3 percent in 1997 to 2.6 percent in 
1998 to 3.7 percent in 1999. It is just one 
study and like all studies it is subject to bias. 

But the results ring true. Several gay men 
have commented to me, since the stories 
appeared, that they knew that HIV in¬ 
fections in San Francisco were increasing 
because of the increasing unsafe sex that they had ob¬ 
served in our community. None of them thought that 
it js “hysterical” or a “scare tactic” to report to the com¬ 
munity what the best available data show. 

My department will be working closely with re¬ 
searchers from the University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Center for AIDS Prevention Studies and other 
community researchers to finalize the best estimates 
and will make those results available to the public as 
soon as we can. 

Staying safe is a difficult challenge. Love, passion, 
and desire are powerful motivators of behavior. Our 
community has experienced tremendous losses, has 
struggled with maintaining safe behavior for going on 
two decades, as well as withstanding the hypocrisy of 
an American society that is critical of gay man having 
multiple sexual partners but opposes same-sex mar¬ 
riages. Our presenting data is not meant in any way 
to make judgments about individuals. And I do not 
accept that presenting this data is anti-gay or anti-sex. 
Having sex without putting each other at risk of ill¬ 
ness is an intimate and joyful expression of the best 
part of being human.

Questions that need to be asked 

Are we part of the problem or part of the solution? 
Once again, there has been an enormous amount of 
press attention given to the increase in new HIV infec¬ 
tions and our role as gay men in contributing to them. 
There’s been a flurry of attacks on the health depart¬ 
ment and on individual gay men. People seem to be 
scrambling to blame somebody. As HIV-positive and 
HIV-negative gay men, what we haven’t seen is a lot of 
thoughtful questioning and soul-searching. We think 
that there are just a few simple and important ques¬ 
tions we need to ask ourselves, and ask one another. 

1. Do we want to end the epidemic or prolong it? 
Epidemiology is not an exact science. The numbers 
from the San Francisco Department of Public Health 
have always been, and always will be, estimates. Maybe 
500 of us are getting infected each year; maybe 600. 
All signs appear that we’re taking more risks and more 
of us are getting infected. How would an exact num¬ 
ber change how we act? 

2. Can we take responsibility for ourselves or do 
we need to blame others? What can we do in our daily 
lives - in our sex lives - to end the epidemic? What 
level of responsibility do we have for ourselves, our 
partners, our friends, our community, the people we 
care about? If all of us avoid transmission, HIV goes 
away. If some of us slip once in a while, we’ll still beat 
it. But if too many of us give up trying our hardest, as 
we’ve recently seen, the epidemic will continue on and 
on and on. Can we all have any kind of sex we want 
and also end the epidemic? 

3. Are we part of the solution or part of the prob¬ 


lem? None of us is perfect. No one is above criticism. 
But, it’s too easy to just criticize and blame - to pick a 
target and attack. It takes courage to make construc¬ 
tive changes, whether they are at the personal or com¬ 
munity level. What all of us could really use now is 
encouragement to try harder and do better. When 
your local elected officials support solid prevention 
programs, thank them. If not, ask them why. Offer to 
help. When your researchers or local health officials 
give you numbers that are useful, thank them. If not, 
ask them why. Offer to help. When you see gay men 
volunteering by handing out condoms, safe-sex fly¬ 
ers, surveys, clean needles - thank them. Offer to help. 
When you don’t see them - ask yourself why. When 
your friends tell you they’re being safe, thank them. 
When they’re not, ask them why. 

It may go against every cultural taboo in the world 
to bring it up, but we’re talking survival here. There is 
no magic bullet, no vaccine, no one-size-fits-all pre¬ 
vention program. Although as gay men we share a 
tremendous amount, we are truly too diverse for that. 
It’s up to us, all of us, to stop the epidemic. AIDS is by 
no means over. We can protect our future by caring 
about each other right now and by speaking up for 
what we know is right.

Leno clarifies affordable housing plan 

Given the complexity of our housing crisis, I un¬ 
derstand that there might be confusion about my pro¬ 
posals to increase the number of affordable units in 
San Francisco for people of low to modest incomes. 
Clarity can be found in the actual text of the legisla¬ 
tion. 

On page two of the proposed ordi- 
I nance, the definition of affordable hous¬ 
ing is spelled out: “Each unit shall be rent¬ 
ed ... only to households with an annu¬ 
al net income equal to or less than the 
qualifying limits for a household of low 
income.” Low income for renters is de¬ 
fined as $30,420 or below. If you make 
more than that, you would not qualify 
to rent an affordable unit. The most a family of two 
could make in combined income is $34,740, which 
translates to a wage of about $8.50/hour per person. 
Clearly this legislation will assist those who are cur¬ 
rently being forced out of San Francisco by exorbitant 
rents, not the wealthy. It will protect those who have 
lived in the city for generations and who make it di¬ 
verse and unique: teachers, senior citizens, immi¬ 
grants, students, artists, and others. 

Ultimately, we must decide which approach moves 
us forward: the status quo or the way things would be 
if these proposals become law. Right now, live-work 
units are springing up across the city and have no af¬ 
fordability requirements. Under my legislation, 12 per¬ 
cent of live-work units would have to be affordable. 
Currently, developers are asked to provide 10 percent 
affordability for projects needing a conditional use but 
are not required to do so. If my legislation were enact¬ 
ed, developers would be required to provide 12 per¬ 
cent affordability across the board for conditional use 
projects. It’s clear which situation will result in more 
affordable units, and it’s not the status quo. 

It’s time to take action on this complex issue, be¬ 
cause real people’s lives are at stake. We cannot allow 
politics or misinformation to deter our efforts to ad¬ 
dress our most serious problems. These proposals 
were painstakingly crafted over six months of meet¬ 
ings in my office by affordable housing, transporta¬ 
tion, neighborhood and environmental activists, and 
developers who agreed to put their differences aside 
and work together for the good of the city as a whole. 

It doesn’t solve all of our housing problems, but it’s a 
bold step down a neglected path.

Tenants need help now 

The Mark Leno-San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, et al. proposed response to the current housing 
crisis in San Francisco (B.A.R., July 13) fails to address 
the immediate horror facing tenants and will likely 
only exacerbate the problem further.

and the ruse of conversion to condominiums, not af¬ 
fordable to 88 percent of the city’s families, as report¬ 
ed in the daily newspapers. Further, the immediate 
crisis is compounded by the huge rent increases fac¬ 
ing evicted tenants when forced to search for new, 
comparable rentals. Leno fails to address these issues 
and fails as well to question the ethical justification 
for the amount of rent being demanded by landlords 
in this “market” when rent rates are compared to these 
same landlords’ actual expenses. Continuously we are 
lectured about the handful of high-income, low- 
rent” tenants but never are we provided the truth 
about the clearly growing wealth of most landlords 
because of vacancy decontrol. 

What is needed is a ban on Ellis Act evictions, a se¬ 
vere limit on condo (TIC) conversions, the establish¬ 
ment of vacancy control, and a massive city-devel¬ 
oped program of limited-equity cooperative housing 
built on what available land exists rather than Leno’s 
“market”-driven proposal accompanied by a handful 
of allegedly “affordable” units. The housing priority 
for San Francisco should be the city’s existing resi¬ 
dents, particularly the 88 percent who cannot cur¬ 
rently afford to purchase, rather than opening the 
floodgates announcing to the dot-com invaders that 
housing is available and doing nothing to stop spec¬ 
ulative, e-commerce development of highly question¬ 
able necessity. Are this city’s current residents expect¬ 
ed to be the fodder and victims of this- profligacy?

It is with much sadness that the members of the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 8r Gay Democratic Club re¬ 
ceived the news from Supervisor Leslie Katz that she 
would not seek re-election to the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. We have strongly supported her past 
elections to the Democratic County Central Com¬ 
mittee, Community College Board and the Board of 
Supervisors. We have watched with great pride as she 
has tackled many challenging city issues, especially 
when she stood up to the nationally organized reli¬ 
gious right. 

Leslie has crafted legislation and Worked out solu¬ 
tions that have improved our quality of life and that 
have created history: our landmark equal benefits or¬ 
dinance is just one example. She will be greatly 
missed. 

What kind of a statement is it that, Supervisor 
Katz, a young, single, professional woman who is a 
homeowner and has a law degree, cannot financially 
afford to continue her service as a San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor? How many of us could when the job only 
pays $37,585? This issue is especially sensitive to 
women and lesbians in particular, who typically earn 
less than their male counterparts in the job market. 
Many of us can hardly afford to live here and we’re 
losing gay men and lesbians in droves as they move to 
the more affordable suburbs. Now, our political lead¬ 
ers are being displaced by economics as well. 

What kind of impact will this have on the diversi¬ 
ty and the philosophy of our Board of Supervisors? 
Currently there are five women on the board. Sue 
Bierman and Barbara Kaufman are being forced out 
by term limits. Leslie Katz cannot afford to work full 
as time supervisor and give up another full-time 
salary to do so. That leaves Mabel Teng dnd Alicia Be- 
cerril. They are both running for re-election, and Be- 
cerril faces a crowded field of strong challengers. 
Could we soon have a board that is comprised of only 
one or two women supervisors? 

This is an issue that affects us all. We as a city real¬ 
ly need to consider this, and give our hard-working su¬ 
pervisors the raise that they deserve. It’s a full-time job. 
And they do the work of city council members and 
county supervisors combined, yet they are the lowest 
paid of each of these categories in all of California. 

We expect a lot out our local elected officials, but 
we don’t give them much in return. Not only are their 
salaries very low, but they rarely get the respect or the 
acknowledgment they deserve for their work and ded¬ 
ication. 

Maybe when the media and columnists start to 
portray our board members in a fair light and begin 
to acknowledge their good work, instead of ridiculing 
and devaluing their contributions every time they dis¬ 
agree with an issue or vote ... well, maybe the rest of 
us will pass the legislation needed to give them the fair 
wages they deserve. 

If we do not pay supervisors a salary that enables 
them to live in this most expensive of cities, will we 
wind up with a Board of Supervisors who are able to 
serve because of their wealth or by luck of circum¬ 
stance? What kind of representation would that create? 

The gay and lesbian community, the Jewish com¬ 
munity, the women of San Francisco and the entire 
city of San Francisco have lost an advocate and the 
services of a proud, thoughtful, hard-working cham¬ 


pion. We wish Supervisor Katz the best of luck in all 
of her future pursuits and look forward to working 
with her in other aspects of her community life.

Disagrees with concepts 

I read with interest Terry Beswick’s article pub¬ 
lished in your July 6 edition [“Migden: No more DP 
rights this year”]. However, I respectfully question 
three concepts implied in his article. Those concepts 
are as follows: 

The number of people registering as domestic 
partners has been disappointingly low and this is 
making it hard to get new domestic partner bills 
passed. 

The state Legislature will enact no new domestic 
partner legislation this year mainly because the De¬ 
mocrats fear the passage of such legislation would 
anger the voters. 

We should just be patient with our elected officials 
and next year they will pass significant new domestic 
partner rights bills. 

With respect, for most people there is little reason 
to register as domestic partners. In most cases, the 
only right gained by registering is the right to visit do¬ 
mestic partners in the hospital. Hospital visitation is 
not a big problem here in California. Many in the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender-community are - 
still fearful of publicly declaring themselves by regis¬ 
tering as domestic partners and they will not do so 
until the rewards outweigh the risks. 

I agree that fear of the voters’ reactions is the major 
impediment to getting domestic partner legislation 
passed this year. However, that thought implies its op¬ 
posite. Clearly elected officials are not afraid of our 
community’s reaction to their refusal to enact the leg¬ 
islation we need. 

I see this as a danger signal. It signals to Democra¬ 
tic politicians, particularly, that we will support them 
whether or not they support us. In that case, what 
motivation do they have to support us, now or after 
the election? If straight voters will be angry when leg¬ 
islators pass LGBT rights bills, and we will not be 
angry when they don’t, why pass such bills at all? 

Being pleasant to friendly elected officials is nice, 
but in the hardball world of real politics it is essential 
to clearly state there is a price for our community’s 
support.

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What is the history 
of the Advocate ?

I oday, the Advocate coexists 
u comfortably with its neigh- 
tl bors on most American 
newsstands. Politicians and 
celebrities anxious to be inter¬ 
viewed grace its cover and its 
pages are loaded with the same 
advertising that supports Esquire, 
Cosmopolitan, and Vanity Fair. 
But when it first appeared in 1967, 
it had a grittier look. 

That first edition was the 
brainchild of two members of Los 
Angeles-based Pride, one of many 
short-lived gay activist organiza¬ 
tions that flourished during the 
late 1960s. Dick Michaels and his 
lover Bill Rand worked on Pride’s 
publications committee, and 
spent the summer of 1967 decid¬ 
ing how to improve the organiza¬ 
tion’s newsletter. In September, 
the result was the Los Angeles 
Advocate, a 12-page amalga¬ 
mation of news, opinion, 
and classified ads laid out 
with a typewriter, with 500 
copies printed on cheap 8 
1/2 by 11-inch stock. In spite 
of its dismal quality, the 
paper sold well, and in 
early 1968, Michaels 
and Rand bought it 
from Pride. By sum¬ 
mer, advertising revenue from Los 
Angeles bars, restaurants, and per¬ 
sonal ads produced enough in¬ 
come to allow Michaels and Rand 
to quit their day jobs and work 
full-time on the paper. 

The quality of the paper’s arti¬ 
cles was as uneven as the printing, 
but the Los Angeles Advocate had a 
clear voice. Reflecting its roots in 
militant activism, the editorial 
style was brash and pro-sex with 
nude or nearly nude men on 
many early covers. Four-letter 
words and honest descriptions of 
sex acts peppered articles that 
ranged across a wide spectrum of 
gay interest. Topics like tips on 


how to avoid police 
entrapment ran side 
by side with lifestyle 
pieces about movie 
stars and male fash¬ 
ion, and Michaels 
faithfully reported 
every tidbit about 
the gay liberation 
movement he could 
find. 

In 1969, 

Michaels and Rand 
renamed the paper 
the Advocate and 
began national 
distribution. By 
1974, press runs 
routinely ran to 
40,000 copies, 
enough to attract 
the attention of a 
wealthy suitor 
from San Fran¬ 
cisco named 

David Goodstein. 
Goodstein was an invest¬ 
ment banker who had been 
fired by his employer when 
they discovered he was gay. 
Enraged by his termina¬ 
tion, Goodstein resolved 
to use his money to sup¬ 
port the movement, 
and the Advocate 
seemed a good way 
to do it. When he ap¬ 
proached Michaels and Rand with 
an attractive offer, they agreed to 
sell. Goodstein moved the paper’s 
offices to San Francisco and in¬ 
vested hundreds of thousands of 
dollars transforming the Advocate 
into a more professional product. 

Goodstein was an improbable 
publisher for a militant newspa¬ 
per. Most California activists were 
allied with left-wing politics, so 
when a millionaire took over their 
Advocate, many were appalled. A 
rift developed, and Goodstein’s 
personality made it worse. Accus¬ 
tomed to the trappings of power, 
he often treated his critics harshly, 
and many, including gay San 


Francisco Super¬ 
visor Harvey Milk, were barely 
willing to talk to him. Goodstein 
didn’t seem to care, but in 1983, 
he and the Advocate were stung by 
criticism of the paper’s coverage 
of the emerging AIDS crisis. In the 
New York Native, AIDS activist 
Larry Kramer blasted the gay 
press, especially the Advocate, for 
ignoring the growing AIDS epi¬ 
demic and failing to push gay men 
towards safer-sex techniques. 
Some publications ignored 
Kramer’s broadside, but the Advo¬ 
cate recommended condoms the 
next month and has maintained a 
high level of AIDS reporting ever 
since. 

In 1984, Goodstein moved the 
paper back to Los Angeles, where 
it is still headquartered, but he 
succumbed to bowel cancer a year 
later. Without Goodstein’s leader¬ 
ship, the paper drifted and many 
readers feared its best days were 
behind it. But the Advocate was 
roused from sleep in the early 
page 22 ►

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AIDS conference 
concludes in Durban

N elson Mandela, the former 
president of South Africa, 
electrified the closing ses¬ 
sion of the 13th International 
Conference on AIDS last Friday, 
July 14 with his mere presence. He 
entered to a sustained standing 
ovation, complete with cries in 
Zulu and other dialects of the re¬ 
gion, and chants from the struggle 
to end apartheid. 

He looked frail but his ringing 
voice belied his 82 years and of¬ 
fered a capstone of hope that the 
attendees had been seeking. “If 27 
years in prison have done any¬ 
thing to us, it was to use the si¬ 
lence of solitude to make us un¬ 
derstand how precious words are 
and how real speech is in its im¬ 
pact upon the way people live or 
die,” said Mandela on the confer¬ 
ence theme of “Break the Silence.” 

He did not directly mention 
the controversy surrounding Pres¬ 
ident Thabo Mbeki’s embrace of 
AIDS denialists or the substance of 
those issues, both of which domi¬ 
nated discussion and news cover¬ 
age of the conference. Mandela 
called them a distraction “from the 
real life and death issues.” He 
praised Mbeki several times dur¬ 
ing the course of his speech. 

Mandela said that “the ordi¬ 
nary people” and especially “the 


poor who bear a disproportionate 
burden of this scourge ... wish 
that the dispute about the prima¬ 
cy of politics or science be put on 
the back burner and that we pro¬ 
ceed to address the needs and con¬ 
cerns of those suffering and dying. 
And this can only be done in a 
partnership.” 

He called upon the tradition of 
collective leadership in Africa. “In 
the face of the grave threat posed 
by HIV/AIDS, we have to rise 
above our differences and com¬ 
bine our efforts to save our peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “History will judge us 
harshly if we fail to do so now, and 
right now.” 

Mandela outlined the need for 
programs that work to “banish 
stigma and discrimination,” pre¬ 
vent new infections, offer treat¬ 
ment, and support the survivors. 
He specifically supported “mea¬ 
sures to reduce mother-to-child 
transmission,” an action resisted 
by the South African government. 
Those words generated one of the 
many bursts of applause. 

“Others will not save us if we 
do not primarily commit our¬ 
selves,” said Mandela, but that did 
not negate the need for support 
and alliances both within societies 
and from without. He concluded, 
“Let us combine our efforts to en¬ 
sure a future for our children ” 

“You cannot imagine how your 
speech is music to our ears,” said 


conference chair Jerry Coodavia. 
“It has answered so many unspo¬ 
ken and spoken questions on our 
lips. It has Filled the torment in 
our hearts.” He pledged, on behalf 
of scientists, that they would do 
their part. 

Assessing the conference 

“I’ve been coming to this 
meeting since 1988 and this is by 
far the best International AIDS 
Conference that I’ve ever been to,” 
said David Barr, an AIDS advocate 
from New York. “It is the first time 
that a whole new set of issues have 
been raised concerning how 
health care is provided ” That in¬ 
cludes the roles of industry, gov¬ 
ernment, and “what things cost.” 



Pulitzer Prize-winning AIDS 
journalist Laurie Garrett called the 
conference “a huge turning point” 
in dealing with “access to care, in¬ 
equity in north-south relations, 
the whole agenda of how can 
HAART [highly active antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy] get to everybody.” 

“There is clear evidence of a 
major political shift,” said Bill 
Arnold, with the ADAP Working 
Group in Washington, D.C. 
“Clearly industry has gone 
through a whole bunch of behind 
closed doors type decisions” about 
how they are going to meet the 
call for access to therapy for the 
poorer nations.

“It was tremendously important 
to come here and see the face of 
AIDS as it affects most of the 
world,” said David Scondras, a 
Boston activist who also was ap¬ 
pointed by President Mbeki and 
serves on the South African AIDS 
Commission. He is encouraged by 
the movement to forge the types of 
partnerships of government, in¬ 
dustry, and community people 
necessary to confront the epidemic. 

“When we chose South Africa, 
many, many expressed their con¬ 
cerns, particularly those who are 
not with us today,” said Stefano

IjJlgf tional Convention set to 
W W open in Philadelphia in 
less than two weeks (July 31), fol¬ 
lowed a couple of weeks later by 
the Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion in Los Angeles, the guessing 
game as to whom presumptive 
nominees Republican George W. 
Bush and Democrat Al Gore will 
choose as their vice presidential 
running mates reached a fever 
pitch this week within the organi¬ 
zations of both parties as well as 
in the national media. 

A few weeks ago, Bush suggest¬ 
ed that he might actually name 
his choice for vice presi¬ 
dent a couple of days be¬ 
fore the start of the GOP 
convention, but this week 
Bush was saying he re¬ 
mained undecided on 
whether he would an¬ 
nounce his decision 
before the four- 
day confab. 

Whenever he 
finally an¬ 
nounces, those close to Bush were 
saying this week that only he, his 
wife, Laura, and former Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney, who’s 
heading the veep search, have any 
idea of who the Texas governor was 
deciding on, but that the so-called 
short list had apparently been nar¬ 
rowed down to Pennsylvania Gov¬ 
ernor Tom Ridge, a conservative- 
to-moderate pro-choice Catholic; 
Oklahoma Governor Frank Keat¬ 
ing, also a Catholic but who is 
strongly anti-abortion, very con¬ 
servative, and some would say, a 
near clone of Bush himself; Ne¬ 
braska U.S. Senator Chuck Hagel, 
a conservative decorated war veter¬ 
an; and further down the list, for¬ 
mer Cabinet member Elizabeth 
Dole, once a GOP presidential can¬ 
didate herself. 

If Bush chooses anyone other 
than these four, it would be con¬ 
sidered a last minute surprise by 
the Texas governor. 

As for Gore and his vice presi¬ 
dential choice, a much similar 
guessing game is the emphasis of 
the week. Gore, in an unprece¬ 
dented move, hinted that he 
might announce his Democratic 
running mate immediately after 
the GOP convention, hoping to 
dim the post-convention bounce 
for Bush and his veep choice. Bush 
is slated to accept the Republican 
nomination in an evening address 
to the GOP delegates on Thurs¬ 
day, August 3, the final night of 
the Philadelphia confab, but Gore 
apparently plans to be busily cam¬ 
paigning with his vice presidential 
partner by that same weekend. 

The Gore strategy, unusual 
though it may be, would give Gore 
the chance to quickly recapture the 
spotlight without having to wait 
until the Democrats meet in Los 
Angeles on August 14 for their con¬ 
vention. Though candidates have in 
the past usually saved their running 
mates until their party’s conven¬ 
tions to prolong the drama, that tra¬ 
dition has changed in recent years. 
In 1992, Bill Clinton announced Al 
Gore as his running mate in Little 
Rock a couple of days before the 
convention and four years later, Re¬ 
publican Bob Dole.copied the idea 
by announcing Jack Kemp as his 
veep choice a couple of days before 
the GOP convention. 

As with Bush, campaign aides to 


Gore were adamant this week that 
no decision had been made by the 
vice president as to who his run¬ 
ning mate would be, but some close 
to the Gore campaign admitted 
that the choice had pretty much 
narrowed down to four men; Mass¬ 
achusetts U.S. Senator John Kerry, 
Florida U.S. Senator Bob Graham, 
former U.S. Senator George 
Mitchell of Maine, or Representa¬ 
tive Richard Gephardt, the House 
minority leader. 

Though Gephardt’s name re¬ 
mained this week as a “serious 
possibility” for vice president, 
aides to the Missouri congressman 
were telling reporters that 
Gephardt had told Gore he pre¬ 
ferred to remain in the 
House in hopes of be¬ 
coming the next speak¬ 
er, should the Democ¬ 
rats regain control of 
the next Congress. 
One other possibil¬ 
ity being spoken of 
among leading Democ¬ 
ratic strategists 
is California 
U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Fein- 
stein. Should Bush pull a surprise 
and name a woman such as Eliza¬ 
beth Dole as his running mate, then 
Gore would in all likelihood turn to 
Feinstein as his vice presidential pick. 

Debating the debates 

The Commission on Presiden¬ 
tial Debates has scheduled three 
presidential debates to be held in 
Boston; Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina; and St. Louis with one 
vice presidential debate in Danville, 
Kentucky, all to take place between 
October 3-17. The debate commis¬ 
sion, naturally, is being bombarded 
by demands from numerous minor 
party candidates that they be in¬ 
cluded in the debates. 

Ralph Nader, the multimil¬ 
lionaire, lifelong, consumer advo¬ 
cate nominee of the Green Party, 
and Pat Buchanan, the equally 
wealthy presumptive nominee of 
the Reform Party, are protesting 
the loudest, followed by Harry 
Browne of the Libertarian Party, 
and whoever manages to get their 
name listed on at least a single 
state ballot - the Socialist Party, 
Taxpayers Party, Peace and Free¬ 
dom Party, you get the idea. 

At any rate, the commission’s, 
standard for being included in the 
debates is: if a candidate is getting 
15 percent or more in an average 
of five major national polls, he or 
she and his or her running mate 
will then be included in the de¬ 
bates. Will Nader, Buchanan, 
Browne, or any of the others make 
into the presidential debates? Not 
likely. Given where these minor 
candidates now stand in the polls, 
all would be excluded, and in the 
big picture of things, that’s proba¬ 
bly good since Nader is seemingly 
bent on destroying Gore and 
Buchanan has the same thing in 
mind for Bush. Frankly, a vote for 
Nader, Buchanan, or any of the 
other political wannabes is a wast¬ 
ed vote, and anyone who thinks 
otherwise should get a taste of po¬ 
litical reality. The next president of 
the will be either Gore or Bush and 
the three debates could well deter¬ 
mine which of the two it will be.

Governor Gray Davis told 
Sacramento insiders that he is lean¬ 
ing toward appointing someone 
“free of politics and not in elective 
office” as the state’s next insurance 
commissioner to replace former 
Commissioner Chuck Quacken- 
bush, and that seems to pretty 
much exclude the chances of state 
Senator Jackie Speier (D-Hills- 
borough), one of the most qualified 
legislators in Sacto, and known to 
be interested in the position. 

As for the disgraced Quacken- 
bush - no sooner had he cleaned 
out his office than the George W. 
Bush presidential folks quickly 
dropped his name from their offi¬ 
cial Web site of “leading Califor¬ 
nia Republicans” endorsing the 
Texas governor. However, Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones is back on 
the list after having once deserted 
the Bush cause to support former 
GOP candidate John McCain. 
Don’t look for Jones, the only 
statewide elected Republican now 
in office, to be offered any televi¬ 
sion time at the GOP convention 
- the “Bushies” are said to have 
“long memories.” 

Meanwhile, though several 
polls continue to look promising 
for the GOP nominee, some with¬ 
in the Republican Party are said to 
be getting nervous at possible 
overconfidence. While Bush, his 
campaign aides, and most Repub¬ 
lican officials across the country 
continue to be confident, they 
worry about complacency, based 
partly on Bush’s continued strong 
showing in polls. Some Republi¬ 
can strategists say it is inevitable 
that Bush’s lead in these polls will 
shrink or evaporate when voters 
begin paying closer attention to 
the race and some GOP campaign 
officials openly acknowledge anx¬ 
iety about how Bush and his clos¬ 
est people would handle that. In¬ 
deed, one Eastern state GOP 
chairperson told reporters that 
“I’m truly worried abut Al Gore; 
those who surround Bush are far 
too confident - Gore is very good 
at this game; he’ll find a way. 

In Jackson, Mississippi, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
says it is close to suing over a new 
state law diat bans gay couples from 
adopting children. The plaintiffs 
would be a couple who say a law¬ 
suit may be their only chance to be¬ 
come parents. Mississippi, Florida, 
and Utah ban judges from allowing 
gay couples to adopt children.

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Fighting heterosexism

L esbians and gay men toss 
the term “homophobia” 
around a lot, sometimes in¬ 
accurately. It literally means a fear 
or dread of homosexuals, some¬ 
thing that gay bashers and some 
religious fundamentalists harbor, 
but many straight people don’t. 
What they actually do harbor are 
heterosexist assumptions, which 
can be just as harmful to les¬ 
bians and gay men. 

While homophobia makes 
gay people the focal point of 
attention, heterosexism does 
the opposite - it renders us 
completely invisible. When 
it’s institutionalized, 
this kind of oblivi¬ 
ousness is hard to 
fight, because 
even when it’s 
exposed, many 
straight people 
take the cowardly route and ig¬ 
nore it to avoid controversy. As a 
consequence, we have to check off 
“single” on our taxes, on credit ap¬ 
plications, and on other official 
forms, regardless of how long 
we’ve been with our partners. And 
we’re routinely denied the same 
healthcare benefits for our part¬ 
ners that our straight married co¬ 
workers enjoy. 

Heterosexism also determines 
what we learn and don’t learn 
from the media. During the recent 
U.N. Women 2000 conference in 
New York, ABC News anchor 
Peter Jennings profiled organizer 
Charlotte Bunch, who received a 
humanitarian award this year 
from President Clinton while 
Hillary looked on, beaming. Jen¬ 
nings’s report acknowledged 
Bunch as one of the leaders of the 
global women’s movement, some¬ 
one Gloria Steinem herself turns 
to when she’s stumped by an issue. 

You may already know that 
Bunch is a longtime, out lesbian- 
feminist activist and theorist. But 
if you didn’t know that, you would 
have never learned it from the 
ABC report. Jennings glided over 
her life from babyhood to the pre¬ 
sent as if there had been nothing 
in between, leaving viewers free to 
assume that Bunch is straight. You 
might see this as homophobia, but 
Jennings may have assumed that 
Bunch’s sexual orientation either 
wasn’t important enough for a 
brief profile or else could be con¬ 
troversial. The omission is partic¬ 
ularly offensive if you -consider 
that the U.N. conference, which 
Bunch was instrumental in orga¬ 
nizing, haggled over sexual orien-

tation before failing to include the 
term in its 150-page platform on 
women’s rights. 

Combating this kind of hetero¬ 
sexism is what the organized les¬ 
bian and gay movement does. The 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, for example, is vigi¬ 
lant at pointing out when media 
coverage of gay people and events 
is homophobic, inaccurate, or 
nonexistent. 

But resisting more mundane 
forms of heterosexism is a job 
that all of us have to take 
on. Many times, our efforts 
actually work. Not long ago, 
I filled out a form for my grad¬ 
uate school’s alumni directo¬ 
ry. In the blank for 
“spouse” I wrote in my 
partner’s distinctly female 
name. However, when the 
proof of my 
entry came in 
the mail for 
my approval, 
J was listed as “single;” someone 
had decided I couldn’t have a fe¬ 
male spouse. I wrote the alumni 
association a furious letter detail¬ 
ing what had happened. To my 
surprise, the president wrote back 
apologizing and informing me 
that the association would, in the 
future, change its forms to include 
“domestic partner.” 

Granted, college alumni direc¬ 
tories aren’t that important. The 
experience I just related is on a par 
with, say, a gay man having to deal 
with a telemarketer who requests 
to speak to “the lady of the house.” 
Or how about a lesbian mother 
being repeatedly asked, “And what 
does you husband do for a living?” 
These are annoyances you could 
either confront or shrug off, de¬ 
pending on the kind of day you’re 
having. 

But heterosexist assumptions 
can be more than just an annoy¬ 
ance. Consider another example 
with more serious ramifications. 
All too frequently, the medical 
questionnaire that gynecologists

Finally, in place of a “Quote of 
the Week,” I’d like to reprint a few 
lines from one of my favorite 
columnists, the Examiners 
Stephanie Salter (who I don’t 
know personally but have met sev¬ 
eral times) on writing about re¬ 
turning after a recent trip to the 
city she loves, pointing out the 
good and the bad: “The dirt. The 


require their patients to fill out 
asks, “What kind of birth control 
do you use?” If a woman leaves it 
blank because she’s a lesbian, the 
doctor will press her in person for 
an answer. Lesbians have to deal 
with this question by either com¬ 
ing out on the spot or, if we’re 
afraid to be honest, fudging the 
truth and compromising our 
medical care. 

Consider how much better it 
would be for all patients, lesbian 
and straight, if the question read: 
“If you use birth control, what 
kind?” That simple rearrangement 
of words could make a huge dif¬ 
ference in the kind of relationship 
lesbians have with their doctors 
and consequently in the health 
care they receive. 

Recently, I found a Web site 
put together by a couple of very 
smart lesbians in Newfoundland 
who are dedicated to eradicating 
all types of heterosexism, from the 
annoying to the harmful. Called 
“The Heterosexism Enquirer,” 
their site (www.mun.ca/the) is an 
elaborate spoof of the tabloid the 
National Enquirer and boasts a lot 
of humorous headlines and pho¬ 
tos. But it also includes extremely 
useful articles and an extensive 
bibliography about the effects of 
straight privilege on quality of life 
issues like healthcare. 

Pass the URL along to some of 
your straight colleagues and fam¬ 
ily members; they’ll get a laugh 
out of it, but they’ll learn some 
things, too. Then pick up a pen 
and write a letter to a business, 
doctor, organization, or service 
that has made heterosexist as¬ 
sumptions about you. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it won’t be hard for you to 
come up with one. ▼

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor's care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is VIRACEPT and how does it work? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) infection. Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T 
cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of 
CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which 
is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly 
reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should be aware, however, that 
the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant 
increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs reduces 
the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

Does VIRACEPT cure HIV or AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
VIRACEPT are not known at this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still 
develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the 
number of infections or other illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should or should not take VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is 
appropriate for you. In making your decision, the following should be 
considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you 
must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become 
pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 
years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed 
with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how to take 
VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia 
have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health 
effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Can VIRACEPT be taken with other medications? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a 
prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine® (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 


• Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, 
or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of 
Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it 
less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral 
contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and VIRACEPT 
together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low 
blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 
hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should seek immediate 
medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor 
can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering drugs 
Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zorcor® (simvastatin) because of possible drug 
interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your 
doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing drugs with 
VIRACEPT. 

How should VIRACEPT be taken with other anti-HIV drugs? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will also 
depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now 
taking place to learn about the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 
Sustiva'" (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir" (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

What are the side effects of VIRACEPT? 

Like ail medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 14-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less 
than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may 
have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the illness 
itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in 
patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those 
who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 


How should I take VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you 
are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give 
VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss 
a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) taken 
two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended 
dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times 
daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered either in tablet 
form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

*1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

+1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your Pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, 
soy formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding 
or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full 
dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic foods or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a bitter 
taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has been 
prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your doctor, 
nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

How should VIRACEPT be stored? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and stored at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away 
from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat and 
moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What PROPECIA used 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel *** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp hairs 
and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year.

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men 
taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not 
be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works in the treatment 
of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment You should discuss this with your doctor.

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day.

PROPECIA will nut work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing or through 
the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby’s sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into contact with the 
active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with 
the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. If 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, 
provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. Keep PROPECIA and all 
medications out of the reach of children.

served 2,000 regular customers 
and now can only provide identi¬ 
fication cards and referrals. But 
Breyer’s new ruling means that the 
Oakland club will soon be re¬ 
opened for business. 

“It was an historic ruling, the 
first of its kind to grant federal ex¬ 
emption to qualifying patients,” 
Jeff Jones, executive director of 
OCBC told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We’ll be consulting with our at¬ 
torneys and then be up and run¬ 
ning as soon as possible.” 

Breyer’s written ruling, issued 


Monday, July 17, stated that the 
OCBC could distribute cannabis 
to those club members who 1) 
suffer from a serious medical con¬ 
dition, 2) will suffer imminent 
harm if they not have access to 
cannabis, 3) need cannabis to al¬ 
leviate medical symptoms, and 4) 
have no reasonable legal alterna¬ 
tive as an effective treatment. Be¬ 
cause the guidelines are so specif¬ 
ic - particularly the “no legal rea¬ 
sonable alternative” clause - Jones 
said that the club will be under 
stricter requirements than most 
medical marijuana dispensaries 
and buyer’s clubs. But at the very 
least, qualified Oakland residents 
who have had to travel for their 


treatments will now have another 
option in their own backyard. 

For Jones, the court ruling, in 
combination with the recently re¬ 
leased study that showed pot is safe 
for HIV-positive people, should be 
a wake-up call to those at the top 
of the federal food chain. 

“It is now overdue; Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. needs to reschedule 
marijuana as a schedule 3 drug,” 
said Jones, referring to the classifi¬ 
cation of substances and their 
subsequent criminal penalties. 
“The decision is currently before 
Donna Shalala, secretary of 
Health and Human Services, and 
we call on her to do the right 
thing.” T

International AIDS Society which 
organized the conference. “But 
this conference proved that they 
were wrong.” 

“This is a conference where we 
should have brought our children, 
because it is our commitment to 
teach future generations to fight 
HIV and AIDS,” said Vella. 

Among the missing 

New York activist Mark Har¬ 
rington singled out some of the 
missing for special criticism. 
“There is a real ‘Mafia’ that controls 
not only the ACTG [U.S. AIDS 
Clinical Trails Group] but they 
control the retrovirus conference 
[which meets in January in the 
U.S.]. And guess what, they’re not 
here,” he said. He works with the 
Treatment Action Group and is the 
recipient of a five-year MacArthur 
Foundation “genius” grant for his 
work in AIDS advocacy. 

“Chip Schooley didn’t come 
and neither did Connie Benson, 
or Doug Richmond,” said Har¬ 
rington, naming three of the lead¬ 
ing researchers and administra¬ 
tors. “I think that is a little bit of a 
‘fuck you’ to the rest of the world, 
particularly to the developing 
world,” he continued. “They have 
the largest clinical trials infra¬ 
structure in the world and they 


didn’t even bother coming to see. 
I think that is a little rude.” 

“How can Paul Volberding not 
be here?” cried another advocate, 
who asked not to be quoted by 
name. The University of Califor¬ 
nia at San Francisco researcher is 
editor of the leading peer review 
journal JAIDS. 



Whitman-Walker's Cornelius Baker 


Cornelius Baker took a different 
tact, “The reality is that there is no 
one not here that we couldn’t live 
without. The people who are here 
are the people who are very much 
committed to the future of this epi¬ 
demic, which means really ending 
it in every corner of the world.” 

“If 90 percent of the people 
have either no access to the drugs 
or the drugs are not useful to them 


in their part of the world, then we 
are producing useless science,” 
Baker continued. The former ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Association of People With AIDS 
and current head of the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington, one 
of the largest AIDS services orga¬ 
nizations in the U.S., said, “The 
world that mattered was here.” 

The IAS also announced that 
they would begin sponsoring a 
conference on HIV pathogenesis 
and treatment to be held in alter¬ 
nate years. Unlike the Durban 
conference, which included social 
sciences and community leaders, 
it will focus only on science. The 
first will be next July in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. 

The U.S. retroviral conference 
was established when IAS moved 
from an annual to a biennial fre¬ 
quency. While Vella denied there 
was any formal competition with 
the January meeting, there was an 
undercurrent of unhappiness with 
the American dominated event. 
Plus, its capped enrollment has 
meant that hundreds of people 
have been turned away from par¬ 
ticipating over the last few years. 

David Barr thought that the sci¬ 
ence-only focus of the new meet¬ 
ing was “really a mistake. What we 
should be doing is convincing the 
biomedical scientists to come back 
in to this meeting rather than give 
them even more reason to divorce 
themselves from it.” T 
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CA high court rejects Rosenkrantz review

T he California Supreme 
Court gave a big boost last 
week to the parole hopes of 
Robert Rosenkrantz, the gay 
Southern California man convict¬ 
ed of second-degree murder for 
killing his tormentor. 

Last Wednesday, July 12, the 
court refused to review a Court of 
Appeals ruling that found 
Rosenkrantz had been unfairly 
denied parole. Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer’s office filed the ap¬ 
peal on behalf of the Board of 
Prison Terms. 

On June 30, under the threat of 
contempt of court charges, a 
three-member panel of the Board 
of Prison Terms reluctantly or¬ 
dered Rosenkrantz paroled. The 
full board has until August 30 to 
finalize the order and Governor 
Gray Davis has 30 days after that 
to decide whether to block parole. 

Davis has vowed to stop the pa¬ 
role of all murderers. Rosenkrantz 
was one of 16 convicted murder¬ 
ers who had their parole over¬ 
turned by Davis last year. 
Rosenkmntz’s supporters are hop¬ 
ing the Supreme Court decision 
will discourage Davis from block¬ 
ing Rosenkrantz’s parole again. 

“This is the biggest news yet,” 
wrote Rosenkrantz in a letter sent 
to this reporter just after the 
Supreme Court decided to pass on 
his case. “If Davis doesn’t grant 
parole then he is going against the 
highest court in the land.” 

Victims rights groups have 
criticized the court’s unusual in¬ 
volvement in the parole process 
and are concerned if Rosenkrantz 
W o^h't'he fl'o'o'd- 

gates for other convicted killers. 

“It puts the Board of Prison 
Terms in a bizarre position,” said 
Susan Fisher of the Doris Tate 
Crime Victims Bureau who char¬ 
acterized the court’s involvement 
as “judicial thought control.” 

Rosenkrantz was 18 in 1985 
when he shot a former classmate, 
Steve Redman. The shooting 
ended a chain of events that began 
a week earlier when Redman, 
along with Rosenkrantz’s younger 
brother, burst into a high school 
graduation party hosted by 
Rosenkrantz shouting “get the 
fuck out of here, you faggots.” 
Redman broke Rosenkrantz’s nose 
with a flashlight and later outed 
him to his father. Rosenkrantz’s 
father ordered him to tell him the

staffed and operated under con¬ 
tract with the city by the nonprofit 
Ark of Refuge, with assistance from 
MCC volunteers. Closed as 
planned after just a few months of 
operation, the shelter had been 
controversial among its neighbors 
prior to its opening, though no sig¬ 
nificant problems had been report¬ 
ed during its brief tenure. 

The new shelter in the Castro is 
staffed and funded by MCC-SF, 
and with six beds, is not required 
to obtain a conditional use permit 
for the small program. 

Leno would not say whether he

phone numbers or addresses of 
the friends who attended his 
party, or get out. Rosenkrantz said 
he felt he had no choice because 
he didn’t want to reveal the iden¬ 
tities of his new gay friends and 
moved out. 

He was living out of his car for 
a week when he approached Red¬ 
man with an Uzi he recently pur¬ 
chased. He said he pointed it at 


Redman’s car and demanded Red¬ 
man recant his outing as his 
brother had done. The two argued 
and Rosenkrantz opened fire, 
shooting Redman 10 times. 
Rosenkrantz eventually turned 
himself in and was convicted of 
second-degree murder and sen¬ 
tenced to 17-years-to-life. 

With credit for good behavior, 
Rosenkrantz has already served 


his minimum sentence. 

Both the Los Angeles County 
Superior Court and the Court of 
Appeals have ruled that the parole 
board violated Rosenkrantz’s 
rights by mischaracterizing his 
crime as first-degree murder and 
ignoring the extreme stress he was 
under at the time of the killing. 
The courts also said the board un¬ 
fairly found Rosenkrantz was a 


threat to society when “all the ev¬ 
idence is to the contrary.” 

By all accounts, Rosenkrantz 
has been a model prisoner. He has 
expressed deep remorse for the 
killing and reconciled with his 
family. All the psychological re¬ 
ports and prison evaluations pro¬ 
duced by the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections strongly sup¬ 
port his release. ▼ 
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Africa: Battleground 
of the AIDS epidemic

S outh Africa would seem a 
perfect place to hold the In¬ 
ternational AIDS Confer¬ 
ence, which concluded last week 
in Durban, but the controversy 
surrounding the conference and 
South African President Thabo 
Mbeki is merely a microcosm of 
the larger picture. There are actu¬ 
ally two epidemics going on 
in South Africa, the AIDS 
epidemic and an epi¬ 
demic of deep de¬ 
nial. These parallel 
epidemics are destroy¬ 
ing the country. 

By contrast,'Uganda 
has not only aggressively 
fought the battle 
against the AIDS, 
but also provid¬ 
ed new clinical 
evidence that HIV does cause 
AIDS. African science is often 
hard to prove and Ugandan scien¬ 
tists have been met with derision 
or indifference to their work. As 
noted in the Lancet, a prestigious 
British medical journal, western 
scientists attending previous in¬ 
ternational AIDS conferences 
simply walked out of the audito¬ 
rium when African scientists 
would get up to present their 
data. 

It is crucial to understand the 
situation in sub-Sahara Africa. 
Last year 14.8 million people in 
the region died of AIDS, and at 
least 34 million are currently in¬ 
fected. AIDS is killing people at 
such a staggering rate that it is al¬ 
most incomprehensible. As com¬ 
passionate and caring people, we 
want to help, but as individuals we 
can only do so much. 


The epidemic of disease 

If all the pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies ramped up production and 
started sending the drugs to the 
African nations right now without 
charging a penny, the grim out¬ 
look would not change much. 
Trying to initiate treatment to 
those 34 million people would 
meet many barriers: distrust of 
westerners, physical side effects, 
social stigmatization, lack of nec¬ 
essary primary and secondary 
medical treatment, poor nutri¬ 
tion, other endemic dis¬ 
eases in the region, and 
government hindrance 
through bureaucracy 
and corruption. 

Barring a series of 
large scale miracles, most 
of those current¬ 
ly infected will 
die. The average 
life span for a 
person living in sub-Saharan 
Africa is 30 years. AIDS is going to 
destroy whole generations in these 
countries. Even now there are 
crops that can’t be harvested be¬ 
cause there are not enough 
healthy people to do the work. 
Businesses are training three peo¬ 
ple for every one job position in 
an attempt to maintain their 
workforce. When you don’t have 
enough soldiers to protect your 
sovereignty, enough workers to 
keep the government operating, 
enough doctors and nurses to 
help the ill, enough police units to 
keep order, or enough farmers to 
bring food to market, chaos en¬ 
sues. 

It’s deeply saddening to picture 
more than ten countries destroyed 
by depopulation. I think that it’s 
impossible to imagine the thou¬ 
sands of effects that will ripple 


across the world, and imagine 
how much our world will change 
due to the collapse of these coun¬ 
tries. AIDS will show us how 
much an epidemic can radically 
affect the entire planet. 

That doesn’t mean for a mo¬ 
ment that we should not do all we 
can right now. There are a num¬ 
ber of organizations like Doctors 
Without Borders and UN AIDS 
Relief that are doing everything 
they can to slow the disease and 
help those who have it. The prob¬ 
lem is that these heroes in the fight 
against AIDS don’t have enough 
time, people, or medications to 
stem the destruction they see. 

The epidemic of denial 

A woman in South Africa tries 
to call attention to the epidemic 
by bravely stepping up and pub¬ 
licly announcing that she has HIV. 
As a result, she loses her job and is 
ostracized by her family, forcing 
her and her newborn out of the 
house. 

A man takes his wife to the 
hospital because she is gravely ill. 
When he discovers that she has 
AIDS he kills her, even though he 
is the one who passed the disease 
to her. The legal authorities take 
no action and file no charges 
against the man. Sadly, these sto¬ 
ries are not extraordinary or un¬ 
common, they are increasingly or¬ 
dinary and common. 

In a culture where a woman 
cannot negotiate her sexual safety, 
she becomes a victim of sexual 
abuse, and that plays a huge role 
in the spread of AIDS across the 
planet. And that lack of power ap¬ 
plies not only to women in Sub- 
Saharan Africa, it also applies to 
women in the United States, and 
in almost every country in the

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SM party raided 
in Massachusetts

O n July 8, police in Attleboro, 
Massachusetts, raided a pri¬ 
vate SM party at a down¬ 
town building, resulting in two ar¬ 
rests. The case has garnered con¬ 
siderably publicity in New Eng¬ 
land and has generated debate 
about the regulation of consensu¬ 
al, private sexual activity. 

An estimated 40-50 people 
were present at the party when 
two police officers arrived shortly 
before 11 p.m. The officers said 
they happened upon the gather¬ 
ing as they were conducting a rou¬ 
tine security check of the former 
factory building located in down¬ 
town Attleboro, southwest of 
Boston near the Rhode Island 
border. Attendees and their sup¬ 
porters claim that the two officers 


entered the party without a war¬ 
rant. 

The two people arrested, Ben¬ 
jamin Davis and Stefany Reed, 
were released on $1,000 bail and 
are scheduled to appear in court 
in late July. Davis, the party’s host, 
faces numerous charges, including 
assault on a police officer, operat¬ 
ing a business without a license, 
keeping a house of ill fame (pros¬ 
titution), lending or selling arti¬ 
cles for self-abuse, and several 
counts of possession of a danger¬ 
ous weapon. Articles for self¬ 
abuse include items such as dildos 
and vibrators. The Massachusetts 
State Judicial Court ruled in the 
1980 Commonwealth v. Appleby 
case that items such as riding 
crops, whips, and walking sticks 
may be considered “dangerous 
weapons” depending on the con¬ 
text in which they are used. The 


prostitution charge stems from 
the fact that Davis requested a do¬ 
nation to help cover expenses. 

Reed was charged with assault 
and battery after police allegedly 
saw her spanking another woman 
on the buttocks with a wooden 
paddle or spoon. In the Appleby 
case, the court also ruled that con¬ 
sent is not a defense to a charge of 
assault and battery. 

Police seized and held proper¬ 
ty including a Palm handheld 
computer and a laptop computer 
belonging to Davis, the guest list 
for the party, and SM toy bags be¬ 
longing to Davis and several at¬ 
tendees; to date none of the con¬ 
fiscated items have been returned. 

Support for Davis and Reed is 
being provided by members of the 
New England Leather Association 
and the National Coalition for 
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world. Take the massive assault 
against over 50 women in New 
York’s Central Park earlier this 
year. The behavior of these men 
was animalistic, and it was tacitly 
endorsed by the New York City 
Police Department. 

Africans with HIV/AIDS live 
in a place where denial is the most 
important factor. Being open 
about having the virus is viewed 
as publicly shaming the family. 
This applies to 

children. Public shame is the 
number one barrier to testing. 
Some won’t get tested because 
they simply don’t want to know, 
but most fear rejection on one 
level or another. Only 5 percent of 
the 4.2 million South African citi¬ 
zens know that they have con¬ 
tracted the virus; 95 percent have 
no idea, and they’re adding to the 
spread of the disease. It is widely 
rumored that some government 
officials are living with, and dying 
from HIV/AIDS. 

For an American AIDS activist, 
it’s like watching four or five trains 
converging on the same point at 
breakneck speed. It saddens us, 
and angers us, and in the end, 
leaves us with a feeling of hope¬ 
lessness for Sub-Saharan Africa. 
We are eager to help but there is 
little that we can actually do. An 
effective fight involves the Ameri¬ 
can public as a whole, and we have 
no idea how much carnage has to 
happen before people wake up. 

Another nail in the 
denialists’ coffin 

In Uganda in 1980, a mysteri¬ 
ous disease called “Slim” was 
killing people. The name came 
from the fact that people with the 
disease were getting thinner and 
thinner until they died. In a coun¬ 
try where the practice of witch¬ 
craft is still believed to directly 
alter people’s lives, the cause of 
many illnesses were often misdi¬ 
agnosed by people in small vil¬ 
lages with no “western” medical 
education or awareness. Slim was 
present in populations that had 
enough good food to eat, and rel¬ 
atively clean water. 

By 1985 it became clear that 
Slim was really AIDS. Most of 
those dying probably suffered 
from a host of conditions that can 
suppress appetite; some probably 
had wasting syndrome, others 
various forms of cancers. Add ig¬ 


norance and the stage was set for a 
sub-continental epidemic that 
killed 14 million people by the 
end of 1999. 

When South African president 
Thabo Mbeki started meeting 
with groups of AIDS denialists, 
the rational scientific community 
slammed the president publicly 
and Mbeki has since been back- 
peddling madly. 

Denialists claim that antiviral 
drugs are the cause of AIDS, yet 
the rate of illness and death hap¬ 
pens much more frequently in the 
absence of such therapies, and 
,r "pCbpi1 Ye 3 h’eShhy for 

longer periods of time in the pres¬ 
ence of antiviral medication. 

Tuberculosis has been an indi¬ 
cator of HIV infection. In people 
with no other diseases, TB is 
mostly confined to the lungs, but 
in people with AIDS, TB co-infec- 
tion often spreads to other parts of 
the body. The people studied in 
Uganda were found to have the 
latter form. 


In Zambia, a cancer surgeon 
noticed a new type of Kaposi’s 
sarcoma (KS-13) in a number of 
patients. This subset had a form of 
KS that progressed much more 
rapidly than the historically com¬ 
mon form of KS. When the sub-, 
jects were tested for HIV, everyone 
in the subset tested positive. 
Everyone with the “common” KS 
tested negative. 

It is clear that the HIV virus 
causes AIDS. The variety of areas 
and cultures that have been scien¬ 
tifically studied has shown this be¬ 
yond any point of reasonable 
doubt. The denialists can’t let go 
of their outdated and misleading 
researeb because they have 
nowhere to go. The instant they 
admit their failure, the need for 
them ceases to exist. If you were 
facing extinction, you’d worry too. 
President Mbeki and his counter¬ 
parts in the region need to stop 
dabbling in witchcraft and igno¬ 
rance and start looking for realis¬ 
tic solutions. ▼

bled between 1990 and 1992, but 
the new interest also helped lead 
to the creation of Genre, Deneuve 
(now called Curve), and Out. The 
new glossies were appealing to ad¬ 
vertisers, and left the Advocate 
looking dowdy. 

Competition forced the Advo¬ 
cate to remake itself, and in 1992, 
the publication became the mag¬ 
azine familiar today. The erotic 
and personal ads were spun off 
into a separate publication, and 
the traditional newsprint was re¬ 
placed with the glossy stock ad¬ 
vertisers like. Advertisers were at¬ 
tracted by the magazine’s new 
look, though reader response was 
mixed. Some gay men felt that the 
Advocate had sold out and “gone 
mainstream,” but many lesbian 
readers were relieved that male 
erotica was removed from a mag¬ 
azine that had called itself “gay 
and lesbian” since 1990. In 1996, 
the magazine named Judy Wieder, 
its arts and entertainment editor, 
the first female editor in chief. 

Today, the biweekly remains 
the only national gay and lesbian 
news publication and is now part 
of a growing gay media empire. Its 
publishing company, Liberation 
Publications Inc., recently bought 
rival magazine Out and then an¬ 
nounced a merger with gay Web 
powerhouse PlanetOut. ▼

also made it possible for several 
still-unregulated but above¬ 
ground businesses that sell pot in 
the city to open their doors and 
advertise their wares. 

“People know that the voters of 
the state of California are recog¬ 
nizing that cannabis has a very 
important role in managing the 
symptoms of people with HIV 
and other conditions,” Katz 
added, noting that he recom¬ 
mends marijuana for some of his 
own patients. 

Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
had hammered together the legis¬ 
lation and facilitated the city’s cre¬ 
ation of the new card, was even 
more effusive in his praise for the 
new program. 

“Medical cannabis is effective, 
medical cannabis is safe, medical 
cannabis rules!” exulted a card- 
waving Leno. “This plastic card 
recognizes not only the safety but 
the efficacy of medical cannabis.” 

In addition to Katz, Leno was 
joined at the announcement by 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan, Assistant Chief of Police Earl 
Sanders, and Wayne Justmann, di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco Pa¬ 
tient’s Resource Center, one of the 
largest dispensaries of medicinal 
marijuana operating in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Passed four years ago, Proposi¬ 
tion 215 has been notorious for 
the vagueness of its guidance on 
the new law’s implementation, 
and though a new statewide ID 
card program - which unlike San 
Francisco’s may not be voluntary 
- is under consideration in the 
Legislature, local police officers, 
city governments, and the medical 
pot clubs in their jurisdiction have 
struggled to devise their own sys¬ 
tems. Leno’s legislation creating 
the city’s new cards was modeled 
on similar ID card systems in 
Oakland, Areata, and Mendocino 
County. 

“People need to understand 
that this card deserves 100 percent 


respect,” said Leno, who then 
valiantly proceeded to attempt to 
garner continued respect for those 
with just a letter of recommenda¬ 
tion from their personal physi¬ 
cian. 

“People who don’t carry the 
card but [do carry] the letter also 
deserve respect,” asserted Leno, 
even going so far as to suggest that 
SFPD’s Sanders would say as 
much. 

“We as police officers are 
bound to uphold the law,” Sanders 
began, “and 215 passed the last 
time I checked the law.” 

But the question, of course, is 
in how the law is implemented 
on the street - and as a practical 
matter it is San Francisco’s finest 
who will look to the assistant 
chief for guidance in this area. 
And if the look on Sander’s face 
was any indication, anyone who 
uses marijuana for medicinal 
purposes in San Francisco had 
best fix their hair and hurry on 
down to the first floor of the 
DPH building, where they can 
get their very own medical 
cannabis ID card. 

“This is the valid club card,” 
declared Sanders, ignoring Leno’s 
physician’s recommendation letter 
issue, and furtherstated that indi¬ 
vidual clubs’ ID cards will no 
longer be honored by the cops. 
“This card is the only way [officers 
can distinguish between legiti¬ 
mate and no-legitimate users]. 
That’s why we sat down and de¬ 
veloped this program, so my offi¬ 
cers will be able to tell.” 

On Tuesday, July 18, SFPD 
spokesman Sherman Ackerson 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
department has “no grace period” 
established to allow medical 
cannabis users time to be in¬ 
formed about the new program 
and to walk through the necessary 
paperwork to physicians and care¬ 
givers, required to obtain the offi¬ 
cial card. 

Leno told the B.A.R on Tues¬ 
day that his office would continue 
to meet with community activists 
and the SFPD to ensure that the 
cops know that the program is

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Sexual Freedom, an organization 
that advocates for the civil rights 
of sexual minorities. The Massa¬ 
chusetts chapter of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, as well as 
Gay and Lesbian Advocates and 
Defenders, and the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
have also spoken out against the 
arrests. According to ACLU attor¬ 
ney Sarah Wunsch, the instru¬ 
ments of self-abuse law is anti¬ 
quated and absurd. “It’s a disgrace, 


I think, that anyone has been 
charged with that,” she said. 

According to attorney John 
Ward, who was involved in the un¬ 
successful Appleby case, “We allow 
boxing, we allow football, we allow 
hockey. The only difference is that 
this is a sexual situation.”

voluntary, and to educate them on 
the validity of the doctor’s letter of 
recommendation as a proof of 
compliance with the law. 

Most of the medical pot clubs 
in town are on board with the 
program, according to Leno, and 
are comfortable with its confiden¬ 
tiality procedures, in which no 
name is imprinted on the cards, 
and paper applications are shred¬ 
ded by DPH days after the cards 
are issued. 

Though Justmann led a picket 
outside DPH several months ago, 
concerned that the cannabis com¬ 
munity was not being adequately 
consulted as the program was de¬ 
veloped, he was first to volunteer 
for the not-necessarily-foolproof 
confidential program, and he also 
got the first card. Justmann had 
praise for all the participants in 
the ID card’s development, thank¬ 
ing Leno, and also singling out 
Hallinan for his longtime leader¬ 
ship on the issue. 

“It started with the will of the 
people,” Justmann told the crowd. 
“We found that there was a need 
for a program, and we found that 
we had a friend in our district at¬ 
torney.” 

Hallinan, one of the few law 
enforcement officials statewide 
who supported Proposition 215, 
then referred him to Leno to get 
the ball rolling with the legisla¬ 
tion, Justmann said. 

But card or no card, other than 
the occasional police harassment 
or the possibility of federal en¬ 
forcement of marijuana laws 
down the line, there should be lit¬ 
tle worry of being prosecuted for 
small time possession within the 
city limits. 

“If you are using marijuana 
pursuant to a doctor’s recommen¬ 
dation,” Hallinan stated, lest there 
be lingering confusion, “you will 
not be charged with a crime in 
San Francisco.” ▼

T urn off the light when you go. I love you, too... yeah, I’m having an in¬ 
terview right now. I’m sorry, where were we?” So speaks Karen Black as 
she negotiates two conversations. I recently caught up with her by phone 
at the Excelsior Hotel on New York’s Upper West Side, where she was % 
taking temporary residence with her 12-year-old daughter. “I love this 
place” .she coos. “It’s so cozy and incredibly pretty.” 

After Black’s New York sojourn (she’s making a movie there), she’ll join 
the faithful for a tribute at the Castro Theatre on Friday, July 21. Marc 
Huestis, he of the splashy Castro Camp Fests, has planned a lollapalooza of 
a show in her honor. “I was scurrying around for a summer event, and I al¬ 
ways like my summer events to be fun and festive,” says a chipper Huestis. 

Freely associating, he adds, “I was thinking orange, and Karen Black came to 
mind ” Actually, orange and Black do mix in one great gov ;n she Wore as the 
e-.coiintry-.sinking bitch Connie White in EJashviUc (-1975) So came flucstb.’ in 
spiratlon for a Ho-Down With Karen Black! also featuring the “Crazy” Pat sy 
Cline & the Memphis G-Spots, and Connie Champagne. Miss Black will ap¬ 
pear on stage to chat and receive that uniquely Castroesque adulation. 
Huestis promises she'll even sing a ditty or two. The screening of a fine Black 
vehicle, the country-flavored chamber comedy-drama Come Back to the Five 
and Dime, Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean (1982), will follow. 

The days of Easy Rider (1969), Five Easy Pieces (1970), The Great Gatsby 
(1973), Nashville and Family Plot (1976) have long passed, but Black is hard¬ 
ly collecting dust and mulling over yellowed clippings. Despite a precipitous 
drop in widespread exposure, she has managed to maintain a screen-acting 
career of inestimable longevity and girth. She has made (are you ready?) ap¬ 
proximately 125 movies over 30 years. She takes work in movies that often 
go straight to video or never get distribution. These days, young filmmakers 
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little Richard mouths off

ittle Richard has been with many men and women 
and combinations of both, but he never found a 
soulmate. He’s okay with that. 

“You know, I’m 67 now,” said the genderbend¬ 
ing rock ’n’ roll pioneer,“and when you get to this stage 
of your life, things change. I’m happy where I am now. 
And I don’t need no headaches and no heartaches.” 

Little Richard, performing with his 10-piece band 
on July 23 at Davies Symphony Hall, lost the “love of 
my life” 13 years ago. “That was my mother,” he said 
from a car phone. “I’m a mama’s boy. She was my in¬ 
spiration. Now I don’t have nobody in my life but God.” 

Little Richard’s struggles over the decades to rec¬ 
oncile religion, rock ’n’ roll, and a raging libido have 
been well documented, and he seems to have found 
a harmony at last. 

The religion that Little Richard now practices is 
light on fire and brimstone, and big on acceptance. He 
has no use for religious conservatives who use their 
pulpits to attack and condemn alternative lifestyles. 

“I think some of those people are from the pits of 
Hell,” he said. “They call themselves religious, but they’re 
devils. They don’t know God, because if they knew God, 


they couldn’t put nobody down because they’d realize 
we’re all here by the mercy of God. They’re so heavenly 
bound that they ain’t no earthly good. Me, of all people, 
can’t talk down on nothing, on nobody.” 

Little Richard famously gave up his earthly ways 
in 1957 in the midst of a tour of Australia. He turned 
his back on rock ’n’ roll, which he termed “demonic,” 
and homosexuality, which he considered unnatural, 
to find peace of mind by studying theology. It was five 
years before he was again singing “Lucille,” “Long Tall 
Sally,” and “Tutti Frutti.” A costly, destructive cocaine 
habit dogged him through the ’70s, which he finally 
broke as he made another return to religion in 1979. 

That break with the secular world lasted until 
1986, when Charles White’s authorized biography of 
Little Richard and his induction into the Rock ’n’ Roll 
Hall of Fame put the performer back in the spotlight. 
White’s The Life and Times of Little Richard largely 
consists of verbatim transcripts of Little Richard 
telling his own story, starting with his birth as 
Richard Penniman in Macon, Ga., as one of 12 kids, 
and with an effeminate propensity that his father de¬

1 here was a time when the 
' future of the musical theater 

looked like Les Miscrables. 
Now it’s starting to look like nos¬ 
talgia. 

This standard bearer for the 
humorless quasi-operatic epic is 
back in San Francisco after a 
seven-year hiatus, like a visit from 
an old friend who isn’t quite as 
fascinating as you once thought. 
The touring production at the 
Curran Theatre is a perfectly re¬ 
spectable affair, but emotional 
connections have given way to 
cordial appreciations. 

Victor Hugo’s sprawling novel 
is recounted in the broadest of 
strokes, like a phonebook-sized 
issue of the old Classics Illustrated 
Comics. But watching how the 
musical manages to coherently 
communicate such an expanse of 
storytelling becomes part of the 
entertainment. 

Originally created as an out¬ 
door spectacle for a Paris sports 
arena, Claude-Michel Schonberg 
and Alain Boublil’s sung-through 
adaptation of Hugo was massaged 
into a more traditional theatrical 
format by directors John Caird 
and Trevor Nunn. Even if the 
ubiquitous turntable and the 
other devices they employed are 
beginning to seem a little yellowed 
at the edges, the economy and 
grace with which the story is told 
remains an impressive sight. 

The backbone of the show is 
Schonberg’s music that manages 
to lace battle hymns, lullabies, and 
personal anthems with a contem¬ 
porary edge that doesn’t sound 
anachronistic. The music sounds 
important, but possesses a repeti¬ 
tive simplicity that makes it acces¬ 
sible in the moment and less inter¬ 
esting in the long run. The English 
lyrics that Herbert Kretzmer based 
on Boublil’s French originals can 
fall into simplistic rhymes and un¬ 
expected phrases like “What’s up?” 
but they fill the large emotional 
outlines set by the music. 

This is not a stripped-down 
production at the Curran, but a

faithful replica of what’s been play¬ 
ing on Broadway for 14 years. The 
cast is a spirited, talented group 
that shows few signs of road fa¬ 
tigue. The sound, though, was 
often out of balance at a perfor¬

It’s easy to see how one might be 
enchanted by Mee’s verbal spirals on 
the nature of love and by the con¬ 
siderable invention director Kenn 
Watt has invested in dressing them 
up.

'Les Miserables' trundles on

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‘Lost’ and found 

Cole Porter's 'Out of This World'

s clodpated as the books are 
to many of the “lost” musi- 
I cals that 42nd Street Moon 
revives, at least you know what 
you’re getting. You may smile at an 
unexpectedly witty joke, laugh at 
a risque comment, or groan in 
disbelief that audiences once 
found dreadful puns and inane 
situations to be funny. But it’s still 
a slice of history, after all. 

But in Out of This World, you 
really don’t know what you’re get¬ 
ting. The current script is made 
up bits of the original, a ’70s adap¬ 
tation, and some freshly minted 
material. It’s probably less groan- 
provoking than the original, but 
not so wonderful as to make up 
for the loss of time-traveling dis¬ 
covery that the genuine article can 
provide. 

Out of This World was Cole 
Porter’s highly anticipated follow¬ 
up to Kiss Me, Kate, but the cre¬ 
ators knew they were in trouble as 
soon as they faced their first out- 
of-town audiences. George Abbott 
took over as director from Agnes 
DeMille, and he also went to work 
on Dwight Taylor and Reginald 
Lawrence’s book. The results were 
still unsatisfactory, and the show 
closed after a disappointing run 
on Broadway in 1951. 

Out of This World, it now 
seems clear, was a show out of its 
time. This frolic about horny 
Greek gods chasing sexy mortals 
feels like something that would 
have diverted jumpy and dis¬ 
placed audiences during the war, 
but arrived as the country was 
embracing a reassuring conformi¬ 
ty and sudden sense of nouveau- 
country-club sophistication. 

Discovery channel 

As is usually the case with the 
shows 42nd Street Moon revives, 
the score is the main reason for 
resurrecting these neglected mu¬ 
sicals. In the case of Out of This 
World, most of the songs will be 
discoveries for audiences. Porter’s 
songs are never less than enter¬ 
taining, and there are at least a 
couple of choice morsels, but he 
also seems to be recycling past for¬ 
mulas without the skill that first 
made them successful. 

“Cherry Pies Ought to Be You” 
is a second-class cousin to “You’re 
the Top.” The rhyming couplets in 
the supposedly saucy “What Do 
You Think About Men?” and “I 
Sleep Easier Now” are surprising¬ 
ly bland. And “Climb Up the 
Mountain” is a direct steal from 
the gospel standard “Go Tell It on 
the Mountain.” 

But the score also produced the 
swelling energies of “From This 
Moment On,” which George Ab¬ 
bott cut before the show reached 
Broadway (and here restored), 
while “I Am Loved” is a high-class 
example of Porter’s cookie-cutter 
love songs. Happy discoveries in-

elude “No Lover,” which sounds 
crafted for Your Hit Parade suc¬ 
cess, and “Nobody’s Chasing Me,” 
a dowager’s lament that finally 
cranks up some of Porter’s risque 
wit. 

Director Greg MacKellan’s new 
script is based largely on the pre- 
Abbott original and an adaptation 
that Howard Ashman ( Little Shop 
of Horrors ) prepared in the ’70s. 
MacKellan also created a new 
character and added jokes (in¬ 
cluding heavy-handed references 
to Rock Hudson and Mont¬ 
gomery Clift) that make a gay 
subtext more overt. 

MacKellan has cobbled togeth¬ 
er a story about a movie star on 
vacation in Greece who becomes 
the object of the god Jupiter’s af¬ 
fections. Also at play in these fields 
of the gods are the star’s new hus¬ 
band, Jupiter’s jealous wife and 
amorous son Mercury, and a gos¬ 
sip columnist from Hollywood. It 
plays out smoothly enough, but 
it’s still a rather dippy musical. 
The move to the Eureka Theatre 
from New Conservatory has let 
choreographer Jayne Zaban ex¬ 
pand her musical staging. Dave 
Dobrusky is the industrious mu¬ 
sical director. 

The original production no¬ 
tably marked Charlotte Green¬ 
wood’s return to Broadway, and 
Darlene Popovic is perfectly mar¬ 
velous as her stand-in. Playing 
Juno, forever chasing after her 
philandering husband Jupiter, 
Popovic displays a wry sense of 
comedy, a big voice, and the phys¬ 
ical acuity to go galloping across 
the stage. 

As Mercury, who serves as nar¬ 
rator and procurer, Steve Rhyne 
may play this cute character a lit¬ 
tle too cutely, but also with an ap¬ 
pealing talent. Stephanie Rhoads 
brings a glamorous veneer, a 
bright persona, and a pleasing 
voice to the vacationing movie 
star.

he 20th Jewish Film Festival 
I kicks off tonight at the Cas- 

. tro Theatre with a tasteful if 
zany comedy about a missing 
foreskin ( Dad on the Run/Cours 
Toujours ) and then proceeds to 
touch on virtually every impor¬ 
tant issue affecting the Jewish peo¬ 
ple in the 20th Century. The Festi¬ 
val places a particular emphasis 
on films documenting an extraor¬ 
dinary range of music, a 100th 
birthday tribute to Kurt Weill 
(September Songs), a BBC docu¬ 
mentary on the “Fifth Beatle” ( The 
Brian Epstein Story), the forgotten 
saga of the “White Louis Arm¬ 
strong” (Jazzman from the Gulag), 
and a kickass homage to a genera¬ 
tion of young Israeli musicians 
who worshipped at the temple of 
Pink Floyd just as the Yom Kippur 
War interrupted their dreams of 
pop immortality (Vulcan Junc¬ 
tion). 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Barak and Palestinian leader Yasir 
Arafat marked their arrival last 
week at the Camp David peace 
talks with a playfully staged smi¬ 
ley little jig of a dance — as if each 
man were a bashful blushing bride 
and Clinton were the minister be¬ 
fore whom they would both take 
their vows. The Jewish Film Festi¬ 
val examines the tortuous road to 
Camp David with a pair of docu¬ 
mentaries demonstrating the 
painful obstacles to coexistence 
for two proud peoples. 

The more hopeful of the two, 
Peace of Mind tells the ongoing at¬ 
tempts at friendship between a 
group of Israeli and Palestinian 
teenagers. In 1997, four Israeli and 
three Palestinian teenagers were 
each given video cameras and 
brought to a neutral setting (a 
Maine summer camp) to see if 
they could find common ground. 
Despite sometimes loud and tear¬ 
ful debates, friendships were 
formed, friendships that would be 
severely tested once both groups 
returned home. With an eerie 
echo of the attempts by American 
teens to cross radal lines in newly 
integrated high schools, Peace of 
Mind shows an Israeli teen, born 
and raised in a former Palestinian 
village, getting a phone call from 
the Arab boy who was his bunk- 
mate at the American summer 
camp. “What’s up, man. You’re 
filming this? I need to comb my 
hair.” The boys tease each other 
about a World Cup soccer match 
— the Israeli kid roots for Italy, 
the Arab boy is passionate for 
Brazil — the Israeli youth insist¬ 
ing that one of the players is Jew¬ 
ish. “The Jews are everywhere! 
Watch us.” Later, the Palestinian 
youth notes that despite the frat- 
boy-like banter, there is still a con¬ 
flict between him and his Jewish 
friend. A Palestinian girl wonders 
aloud if a handsome Jewish boy 
she likes might shoot her at a 
demonstration once he’s drafted 
into the Israeli Army. (Castro, 
7/23; UC Theatre, 7/30) 

A much more somber take on 
Jewish/Arab reconciliation comes 
in the brutally frank story of a 
1929 massacre of Jewish residents 
of a West Bank village by an 
armed Arab mob. Told in eyewit¬ 
ness accounts by survivors accom¬ 
panied by documentary footage of 
the walking wounded, What I Saw 
in Hebron illustrates how hard it is 
to make hard and fast judgments 
about right and wrong or “good 
guys” vs. “bad guys” in a land

where centuries of animosity peel 
back like layers of an onion yield¬ 
ing up at best ambiguous and 
often contradictory “truths.” (Cas¬ 
tro, 7/26; UC Theatre 7/31) 


Uncivil servant 


I sometimes joke to friends 
that my religion is practiced at 
movie temples where Woody 
Allen is Pope. The punchlines to a 
dozen Allen jokes played in my 
head as I watched the particularly 
surreal documentary The Special¬ 
ist. “I’ve never had a relationship 
that’s lasted longer than the one 
between Hitler and Eva Bruhn,” 
or, “My name turned up on a list 
in Eichmann’s pocket.” Allen’s 
Nazi one-liners come from his fa¬ 
bled standup routines in the early 
’60s, when the Holocaust was sel¬ 
dom alluded to, except in the 
blackest of comedy — that is, 
until Israeli agents seized a mid¬ 
dle-aged German businessman in 
Argentina and accused him of 
being the civil servant in charge of 
The Final Solution. The Specialist 
was distilled from the over 500 
hours of video recording Eich¬ 
mann’s 1961 trial. 

The tapes of the Eichmann 
trial, digitally restored and 
tweaked by director Eyal Sivan (to 
reflect images of the trial’s specta¬ 
tors on the glass booth of Eich¬ 
mann’s trial cage, among other ef-

fects) are in stark contrast to the 
Hollywood version of the Nazi tri¬ 
als, Judgment at Nurenberg, where 
some act of contrition is plucked 
from the lips of a heartless villain. 
The real-life Eichmann never 
cracked, never admitted to being 
anything more than an obedient 
servant of higher authority. In 
fact, as The Specialist reveals, Eich¬ 
mann’s lowly rank obscured pow¬ 
ers to commandeer resources of 
the Third Reich that exceeded 
those of all but the Fuhrer himself. 
The Eichmann trial, too, did 
much to assert the fledgling Jew¬ 
ish state’s moxie and influence on 
the world stage. Ironically, the trial 
tapes and the 1,100-page Eich¬ 
mann record of his deeds nearly 
failed to survive, and only after 
much wrangling did Israeli courts 
allow the world to again witness 
Eichmann’s “bureaucratic crime.” 
(Castro, 7/26; UC Theatre, 8/1) 

Band boys 

In the realm of pure entertain¬ 
ment and male eye candy, the Fes¬ 
tival offers two Israeli comedies, 
Vulcan Junction and Yana's 
Friends, that play off the anxieties 
of adjusting to life in a land con¬ 
stantly at war. Vulcan Junction 
centers on a sexy band of long¬ 
haired Tel Aviv musicians looking 
for their big break —- little sus¬ 
pecting their lives are to be 
changed not by success but by the 
fickle fortunes of war — a sneak 
attack by combined Arab armies 
on the most sacred holy day in the 
Jewish calendar. Vulcan Junction 
presents the Israeli version of ’60s 
nostalgia, where all dreams and 
lifestyles seem but a break away 
from fulfillment, and where the 
hippie badges of identity can con¬ 
ceal some serious differences in 
goals and values. 

Vulcan Junction is well-served 
by a kinetic visual style and a pul¬ 
sating soundtrack with original Is¬ 
raeli rock nicely complemented by 
such chart-busters as Deep Pur¬ 
ple, King Crimson, The Hollies, 
Jethro Tull and The Animals.

Yana's Friends is another film

The Notorious Dr. August: 

His Real Life and Crimes by 
Christopher Bram; William 
Morrow and Co., $26 

C hristopher Bram s new 
book, The Notorious Dr. 
August: His Real Life 
and Crimes, is a meticulously 
crafted novel, richly imag¬ 
ined and almost epic in its 
historical scope. The story 
begins in the America of the 
Civil War and ends, after so¬ 
journs that take the charac¬ 
ters to Europe and back, in 
the America of the 1920s. 
Bram’s attention to detail 
brings to life, vividly, a by¬ 
gone America. His portrait of 
old New York, in particular, is 
reminiscent of E.L. Doc- 
torow’s Ragtime and, more 
recently, Caleb Carrs dark 
mystery novels The Alienist 
and The Angel of Darkness. 

The story begins as Au¬ 
gustus Fitzwilliam Boyd, a 
young boy traveling as a kind 
of apprentice with his musi¬ 
cian uncle, is captured by 
Rebel soldiers after he and his 
uncle are separated in the 
Virginia countryside. 
Though young and some¬ 
thing of an effete, Augustus, 
who comes to be known as 
Fitz, is already quite worldly. 
He has come to loathe his 
uncle, a pompous, mean- 
spirited man who paradoxi¬ 
cally belittles Fitz’s musical 
abilities, but nevertheless vis¬ 
its his nephew’s bed each 
night for more than just a 
goodnight kiss. Fitz’s separa¬ 
tion from his uncle is a per¬ 
sonal liberation and the be¬ 
ginning of a long, wandering 
and wonderful adventure. 
Soon after his capture, 
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but the wide variety of topics and 
settings he chooses to craft into 
stories moves beyond the often- 
chosen coming out or AIDS story. 
Not that Bram has skipped these 
core themes. His first novel was 
about coming out and finding 
how sexuality fits into a young 
man’s life experience. In Memory 
of Angel Clare, his third novel, fol¬ 
lows the protagonist’s life after the 
death of his lover. In the remain¬ 
ing books, Bram takes us any¬ 
where from a wartime 1942 New 
York male brothel to a modern- 
day Internet-based mystery, to in¬ 
side the world of diplomats as¬ 
signed to Asia. 

The Notorious Dr. August: His 
Real Life and Crimes is epic in 
scope (60 years, set in both Amer¬ 
ica and Europe.) It starts near the 
end of the Civil War and goes up 
through the 1920s. It concerns an 
odd threesome: Augustus 
Fitzwilliam Boyd, a gay, piano¬ 
playing clairvoyant; Isaac Kemp, a 
former slave who is Boyd’s best 
friend and lover; and Alice Pang- 
born, a Caucasian prim-and- 
proper nanny who ends up mar¬ 
ried to Kemp. 

What unfolds is a detailed and 
often humorous story with com¬ 
plex characters who evolve with 
the times they live in. The novel 
examines sexuality and desire, 
both the homo and hetero variety; 
issues of race and class; and the 
dynamics of relationships, from 
friendships to lovers. 

Although thick with historical 
persons (Johannes Brahms and 
Frederick Douglass) and well-de¬ 
scribed places (New York, Monte 
Carlo, Constantinople), the book 


never gets bogged down; it’s, as 
they say, “a page-turner.” 

From his New York home, 
Bram took some time to talk with 
the BAR about his new book, his 
writing process, and the making 
of Gods and Monsters. 

Bob Findle: How did you dream 
up Dr. August? It's very different 
from the usual gay book. 

Christopher Bram: It was kick¬ 
ing around in my mind for awhile. 
Years ago, I stumbled upon this 
character named Jesse Shepard in 
Edwin Wilson’s book about the 
Civil War, Patriot Gore. Shepard, 
who is better known as Francis 
Grierson, was a clairvoyant pianist, 
an improvisational piano player 
who claimed his music was dictat¬ 


ed to him by spirits. I forgot about 
Shepard until a few years later, 
when I read about him in David 
Bergman’s book, Gaiety Transfig¬ 
ured, a collection of essays on gay 
literary figures. I thought he would 
make a great character for a novel, 
but at that time I had just finished 
Father of Frankenstein and didn’t 
want to trap myself into writing 
about a factual person. So, after 
much hemming and hawing and 
resistance, I decided to make up 
my own clairvoyant pianist, and I 
came up with Fitz. 

The things you make up read so 
realistically that people think 
they're fact. 

Inventing things gives you a lot

An all-boy boyhood 

Stephen Fry's boarding school memoir

§1 jig y favorite conversations 
jWl are never orderly. Rather, 
1W Z they meander from topic 
to tangent and loop back to the 
topic from another angle before 
going off on another tangent. By 
the end (which comes, inevitably, 
when time runs out, rather than 
words), we’ve come to some sort 
of conclusion, loose ends have 
been mostly tidied, and all in¬ 
volved long for another such dia¬ 
logue as soon as possible. 

What I’m getting at, you see, is 
the extraordinary experience of 
reading Moab Is My Washpot 
(Soho, $13), the first of what I as¬ 
sume will be a series of autobio¬ 
graphical narratives by actor and 
writer Stephen Fry. Very roughly 
linear in design (Fry is younger at 
the beginning of the book than he 
is at the end), this extraordinary 
chronicle records the early years of 
an astonishing, sometimes trou¬ 
bled, always too-smart-for-his-

own-good young man who over¬ 
comes serious troubles of his own 
making to be admitted, tri¬ 
umphantly, to Cambridge by the 
end of this volume. 

As a privileged child of bril¬ 
liant and successful parents, Fry 
was naturally bundled off to 
boarding school at the earliest 
possible moment, but he’s a 
thoughtful enough writer to make 
certain that his readers under¬ 
stand that this was not the result 
of harshness or cruelty on the part 
of his parents. Boarding school 
was, at the time of Fry’s youth, 
what was done. “What is forgotten 
by those who dislike the idea of 
children being sent away at an 
early (or any) age is the matter of 
expectation and custom.... It was 
Life as I knew it.” 

Of course, Fry, as a joyously 
out gay man, has much to say 
about the pros and cons of same- 
sex schools for a boy with same- 
gender sex on his mind. He’s clear 


on the fact that boarding school 
did not make him gay, as that 
happy fact was discerned much 
earlier. “A friend of mine at uni¬ 
versity, asked when he knew he 
was gay, said that he distinctly re¬ 
membered at the moment of his 
birth looking back up there and 
saying, ‘Well! That’s the last time 
I’m ever going up one of those..! I 
have since shamelessly used this as 
my own explanation of When I 
Knew.” This is the book to read if 
you seek a deeper understanding 
of the whole boarding school ex¬ 
perience. I found it a great help in 
making sense out of the Harry 
Potter books. 

Fry’s tone is conversational 
throughout, his observations as¬ 
tute, often funny, frequently filled 
with justifiable rage. His lengthy 
riff on homophobia is well worth 
the price of the book all on its 
own. He offers a list of 
things that are decid¬ 
edly not to be 
ashamed of, in¬ 
cluding, but not 
limited to, farting, 
swearing, or in¬ 
serting “things in 
one’s mouth, 
anus or vagina for 
the purpose of pleasure, so long as 
they are not performed in sight or 
sound of those who would be 
pained — which also holds true of 
Morris dancing, talking about 
Tolkien and wearing velour.... Po¬ 
liteness is all.” 

Moab Is My Washpot is a de¬ 
lightful read, with lots of laughs 
and more than a few tears. I can 
hardly wait for Volume Two. 

Briefly 

Alison Bechdel’s latest collec¬ 
tion, Post-Dykes To Watch Out For 
(Firebrand, $11.95), follows Mo 
and the gang as they struggle to 


maintain, invent, and rethink 
identities in an ever-changing 
world. Bechdel captures our com¬ 
munities with tenderness and 
sometimes scathing wit. Don’t 
miss it. 

I have a fantasy (actually, I have 
several, but this is the one I’m 
going to share) that some day 
Heather Has Two Mommies 
(Alyson, $10.95) will not be con¬ 
troversial. It will be regarded as a 
lovely tale, delightfully written by 
Leslea Newman and charmingly 



illustrated by Diana Souza, which 
celebrates all that is good about 
families. In the interim, Alyson 
has published a lOth-anniversary 
edition which includes a slightly 
reworked text, and a fascinating 
Afterword about the histo¬ 
ry of this much-cen¬ 
sored story. Buy 
two copies, one to 
keep and one to 
share with a local li¬ 
brary. The Wrong’s new 
censorship effort 
involves stealing 
the books from 
the shelves.

by social satire and poignant re¬ 
minders of life’s darker moments. 
Yana is a young Jewish-Russian 
immigrant who is left pregnant 
and stranded in Tel Aviv when her 
sexy no-goodnik husband ab¬ 
sconds with the bank loan that is 
supposed to set them up in their 
new country. To Yana’s rescue 
comes the even sexier and tat¬ 
tooed Israeli filmmaker Eli, who 
spends his time waiting to split for 
American film school videoing 
the most private moments and 


body parts of a long parade of 
girlfriends. 

Yana’s fury at Eli’s irrepressible 
voyeurism and the sudden threat 
of poison-gas Scud missile attacks 
throw Yana and Eli together in a 
unique brand of gas mask fore¬ 
play.

- m nee every four years, GALA 
Choruses, the nonprofit Gay 
and Lesbian Association of 
Choruses, stages a Festival that 
unites lesbian and gay chorus and 
ensemble members and their fans 
from all over the planet. This year, 
from July 22-29, the Rainbow 
Women’s Chorus of San Jose and 
the Silicon Valley Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus will host this mammoth event, 
drawing open-throated singers 
from over 140 choruses to a seem¬ 
ingly nonstop week of concerts, 
parties and celebrations. GALA has 
commissioned four new choral 
works especially for this festival. 

If you thought the Gay Games 
were special, get ready for a festival 
where every team wins. Opening 
Ceremonies kick off Saturday, July 
22,8 p.m. at the McEnery Conven¬ 
tion Center, as Harvey Fierstein, 
Kate Clinton and over 6,000 gay 
and lesbian singers jump-start the 
world’s largest 1/g music festival. 
Concerts by individual choruses 
and small ensembles begin on 7/23, 
with Sunday alone offering 36 dif¬ 
ferent chorus performances; held 
concurrently in Civic Auditorium 
and the Center for Performing Arts, 
concerts are scheduled between 1 
p.m. and 10:30 p.m. (The San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles Gay Men’s 
Choruses close out the evening.) 

Monday and Tuesday’s sched¬ 
ules begin at 2 p.m. Tuesday offers 
a choice of two different shows at 8 
p.m. that may serve as a litmus test 
for taste: the Celebrating Women 
Concert in Civic Auditorium, unit¬ 
ing Holly Near, Rhiannon, Linda 
Tillery and hundreds of women in 
a celebration of women’s music; 
and The World’s Greatest No Talent 
Show in the Center for Performing 
Arts, featuring a one-man Wizard 
of Oz tour de force , eight Ethel 
Mermans, a flamingo-riding cow¬ 
boy who out-yodels Julie Andrews, 
and more acts than are fit to print. 

Allowing some time for recov¬ 
ery, Wednesday’s concerts begin at 
a merciful 3 p.m. Thursday has our 
singers croaking for their lives at 
an ungodly 9:45 a.m., saving what¬ 
ever they can for Laugh Out Loud, 
a 7 p.m. Center for the Performing 
Arts event featuring comics

The singing stops at 5 p.m., 
making way for the 8 p.m. annual 
Gay & Lesbian Night at Great 
America, promising four-part 
screams from the roller coasters. 
Saturday again begins at 9:45 a.m. 
with the Lesbian and Gay Chorus 
of San Francisco intoning last rites, 
and the Voices of Kentuckiana 
mopping up the ashes at 3:30 p.m. 
The Legacy Awards Dinner, begin¬ 
ning 5:15 p.m. at the McEnery 
Convention Center, features co¬ 
chair Armistead Maupin and a live 
auction that includes a guitar 
signed by Melissa Etheridge, Garth 
Brooks, and kd lang. McEnery 
Center Closing Ceremonies at 8:30 
p.m. star funnyman Bruce Vilanch 
and diva Nell Carter; everyone will 
sing the Grande Finale anthem 
composed by superb Canadian 
singer-songwriter David Sereda. 

The “largest lesbian and gay con¬ 
vention on earth” also features a 
McEnery Convention Center “gay 
mall.” Opening July 22 at Noon, it 
features exhibits, shopping, free 
massages, and choruses “from 
around the world,” including Anna 
Crusis Women’s Choir (Philadel¬ 
phia), the Pink Singers (London), 
and the New York City Gay Men’s 
Chorus. $2.50 from every admission 
will be donated to the Billy DeFrank 
Lesbian & Gay Community Center.

'Come Back to the Five and Dime , 
Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean' at the Castro

JW|| amp impresario Marc 
Huestis’ extravaganzas at the 
Castro Theatre have become 
part of local queer legend, and the 
latest offering, a Ho-Down with 
Karen Black, looks to be a typical¬ 
ly demented and satisfying entry. 
Normally, Hostess Dearest resur¬ 
rects someone on the downside of 
the Hollywood power curve, from 
faded child stars ( The Bad Seed’s 
Patty McCormack) to yesterday’s 
blonde-of-the hour (Carole Lyn- 
ley) to the bitter spawn of mon¬ 
ster-divas (Christina Crawford, 
natch). With Friday night’s “ho- 
down” (note the vicious spelling), 
he’s deviated a bit by sprinkling 
his fairy dust on an authentic, re¬ 
spected working actress. And the 
film he’s chosen, while no classic, 
is more serious than such 
campfests of earlier events as The 
Poseidon Adventure or the extra¬ 
mindless Valley of the Dolls. (We 
won’t dwell on the trashier possi¬ 
bilities Huestis passed over: per¬ 
haps her first film, the 1960 Hell 
Kitten, was unavailable. Of course, 
he could have picked this year’s 
House of 1000 Corpses.) 

The film he did choose is a good 
one: Robert Altman’s Come Back to 
the Five and Dime, Jimmy Dean, 
Jimmy Dean. This 1982 queer- 
tinged psychodrama is set in a 
dusty, nowhere town in Texas that, 
like the women in it, had a brief 
moment of glory when the film 
Giant was shot there. When the 
film crew left and the sets were 
abandoned, the women remained 
to drift into the peculiar entropy 
occupied by lonely, aging women in 
the forgotten American heartland. 

Jimmy Dean, made for cable 
TV and shot in real time, sits in on 
a two-hour reunion of these 
women, a group of old pals who 
reunite in a failing Woolworth’s to 
celebrate their 20-year-old obses¬ 
sion with the famous dead actor of 
the title. These “Disciples of Jimmy 
Dean” are a diva-watcher’s dream. 
There’s Cher as a raunchy good¬ 
time girl whose allegedly devoted 
husband vanished two years ago. 
There’s Kathy Bates as a pushy par¬ 
venu who abuses her mousy, sim¬ 
ple-minded friend (played by 
Marta Heflin). There’s one of Hol¬ 
lywood’s great neurotics, Sandy 
Dennis, as a delusional asthmatic 
who insists her supposedly retard¬ 
ed son was fathered by James 
Dean. Most intriguing for queer 
viewers is Karen Black’s Joanne, a 
Kansas City sophisticate of dubi¬ 
ous gender who returns to claim 
the Big Secret prize in a group of 


women loaded with them. 

In the stage play on which the 
movie was based, Altman created a 
double set, one a mirror of the 
other, to show the past’s relentless 
control over the present. In the 
film, he gets a similar effect by using 
double exposures, blackouts and 
sudden illuminations, and period 
music — mostly the homely har¬ 
monies of the McGuire Sisters — 
that carry his characters back and 
forth, ready or not, in an endless 
go-round between then and now. 

The effect of this is powerful if 
contrived, with each diva getting 
her moment to carry on at length 
about the particular curse of her 
past. While it’s tempting to detail 
the surprises for those who haven’t 
seen the film, it’s probably unnec¬ 
essary: the film telegraphs them to 
all but the most inattentive view¬ 
ers. (Irresistible hint: Watch for 
Cher’s constant fiddling with, and 
prattling about, her breasts.) Some 
of the play’s conceits compromise 
the film with their obviousness — 
the heavy-handed symbolism of 
the drought and the ominous 
rumblings that presage a rain¬ 
storm that never arrives; the 
wearying schema of revelation and 
retrenchment by each character. 

But there are compensating 
virtues. The nervous, prowling 
camera, overlapping dialogue, ju¬ 
dicious close-ups, and strong per¬ 
formances in Altman’s best films 
make them exceptional in creating 
a palpable sense of life. Jimmy 
Dean has some of this. The stand¬ 
out among the actors is Sandy 
Dennis, who almost carries the 
film — unusual for an Altman en¬ 
semble piece — as the wheezing 
wreck whose fantasy world is con¬ 
stantly threatened by the other 
characters. She’s a marvel to 


watch, stumbling and stuttering 
and twitching, always fresh as she 
lurches through her increasingly 
frayed fantasy world with words 
meant to protect, resist, wound. 
The others acquit themselves well, 
and even when the dialogue stu¬ 
pefies, as it often does, the actress¬ 
es pull it off with brio. The one ex¬ 
ception is Sudie Bond’s Juanita, a 
religious nut who’s strictly stock. 

Problematic for the modern 
queer viewer is the pivotal charac¬ 
ter of Joe/Joanne (Karen Black), 
whose return triggers the moun¬ 
tain of revelations that both terri¬ 
fy and liberate the others by forc¬ 
ing them to tell the truth. She’s 
typical of a certain kind <af famil¬ 
iar androgynous movie presence 
— sophisticated, evasive, vaguely 
scary, even frightening — and she 
milks it with a performance that’s 
equal parts pathetic vulnerability 
and ruthless power. Her alter ego, 
the sensitive male homo figure 
who’s brutalized (raped, in fact) 
by the uncomprehending straights 
around him, is equally familiar if 
less welcome. Such characters are 
still with us whether we like it or 
not — Greg Kinnear’s whimper¬ 
ing, assaulted queen in As Good As 
It Gets comes to mind — but Alt¬ 
man at least gives his version of 
the character some serious hu¬ 
manity in his brief, poetic, ghost¬ 
ly appearances. 

On a more upbeat note, this di¬ 
version will bring out some of San 
Francisco’s most notable drag 
queens. The inimitable Arturo Gal- 
ster will reprise his Patsy Cline, the 
redoubtable Connie Champagne 
will warble till she drops, and the 
glorious Matthew Martin and his 
sister Cathy will unleash a fresh 
thrill on an audience that no doubt 
thinks it’s seen it all: The Juggs! ▼

lationships are also explored. 

The setting is an estate at 
Martha’s Vineyard, but it’s a 
make-believe world these charac¬ 
ters inhabit. Kate Boyd’s set comes 
equipped with Astroturf-covered 
lawn chairs and a stage floor 
painted as the sky. People move in 
slow motion, and arrive like char¬ 
acters in a Fellini movie. The 
movie conceit is cemented when 
flickering lights suggests projected 
film and the characters lip-sync to 
their pre-recorded dialogue. Elab¬ 
orate dances and stripteases arrive 
as suddenly as does a psychopath¬ 
ic pizza deliveryman. 


But as you cut through all the 
fanciful trappings, the messages 
don’t arrive through the charac¬ 
ters’ interactions but through their 
speeches. And even in that, it’s 
hard to find more than cliches. 
“What’s the point of life,’’says one 
character, “if it’s not to live it?” 

The cast can’t be faulted for the 
frustrations of the play. Nina Gold 
and Omar Metwally are highly ap¬ 
pealing as the main romantic pair, 
whose story is often shunted to 
the side. Tina Osinski amusingly 
plays the ingenue’s mother as if 
she just wandered in from a 1960s 
Euro-art film. Andrew Hurteau 
brings an overheated greasy 
charm to her lover, while David 
Roche handles her forgotten hus¬ 
band with sensitivity, though not 


always easy intelligibility. 

James Mark is attractive and 
rambunctious as the boy-toy who 
offers solace to the husband, while 
Delia MacDougall and Celia Shu¬ 
man effectively handle multiple 
roles. Especially effective is John 
Flanagan as a butler, a psycho pizza 
man, and a German mama’s boy. 

Mee explored many of the same 
issues more effectively in Big Love, 
a hit of this year’s Humana Festival 
of New American Plays and slated 
for Berkeley Rep next season. His 
look at love in Summertime is more 
like a sloppy wet kiss. T

such as George Hickenlooper 
(Dogtown in 1997) and Ron 
Cosentino (Fallen Arches in 1998) 
seek her services. They’re thrilled 
to have her, too, as they were 
weaned on her great early movies 
made by eternally hip directors 
such as Francis Ford Coppola, 
Bob Rafelson, Robert Altman and 
Alfred Hitchcock. 

Great pretense 

One hundred and twenty-five 
and counting — how does she do 
it? “You have to remember that I 
do character roles that last a week 
or two,” she says. “In this new one, 
Gypsy 83, I play a woman who 
pretends she was once a great 
recording star. She wasn’t. It’s a 
wonderful part.” So goes the no¬ 
madic life of the actor. Black has 
been so dedicated for so long that 
she was profiled in Karen Black: 
Actress at Work (1999), a docu¬ 
mentary by Kerry Feltham, and 
was recently featured in a Wall 
Street Journal article which pre¬ 
dicted she will exceed John 
Wayne’s career total of 183 movies. 
Hers is an ego-controlling ap¬ 
proach to screen-acting. An actor 
accepts work, does the job and 
moves on. Awards, mega-salaries, 
even career planning are just so 
much fluff. “She’s eccentric in her 
career choices,” says Huestis. “She’s 
become an offbeat icon.” 

Of all of Black’s many movies, 
the choice of Jimmy Dean at the 
Castro is inspired. It’s somewhat 
rare, not available on video, and 
showcases Altman in his difficult 
time between Nashville and The 
Player (1992), which features 
Black as herself. “I worked harder 
on Jimmy Dean than any movie 
I’ve ever done,” comments Black. 
“It involved months of prepara¬ 
tion. I discovered early on that my 
character is not a transvestite but a 
transsexual first. She was a man, 
and then there’s an effort toward 
womanhood. It was a challenge to 
be both. I was advised by a trans¬ 
sexual on walking, lipstick, cloth¬ 
ing. We did the show on Broadway 
first, and there was a lot of pain in 
producing the role.” 

Set in the dusty Texas outback, 
Jimmy Dean has a bevy of actress¬ 
es tearing at the material like so 
many piranhas. While Cher has a 
certain “Look, Ma, I’m acting!” 
brassiness and Sandy Dennis 
wheels out her endearing if famil¬ 
iar inventory of mannerisms, 
Black underplays and effectively 
registers the biggest impression. 
As the mysterious Joanne, her 
contrast to the others is startling. 
When she makes her late en¬ 
trance, she’s like an exotic flower 
in a hog barn. As a tranny, she’s 
perplexing, alluring and threaten¬ 
ing to the yokels already camped 
out at the Five and Dime. Their ig¬ 
norant responses to her are pre¬ 
dictable, but her steadfast dignity 
is an acting choice worthy of 
cheers. She is by turns reserved, 
self-protective, coy, “out,” furious 
and ultimately sympathetic. It’s a 
bravura display, and damn if she 
doesn’t look like a woman who 
was once a man. 

Of Altman, she is unequivocal. 
“I love him and everyone who has 
worked with him loves him. He’s 
free, experimental, probably a ge¬ 
nius, and loves calamity and con¬ 
fusion. He speaks a lot for what 
life really is; he doesn’t try to shave 
reality down to something that is 
easily photographed.” Still, she re¬ 
members the hard shoot back in 
’82, when he was out of favor and 
was having trouble getting fi¬ 
nanced. “He came to the set on the 
first day and said, ‘We don’t have a 
lot of money.’ We were in a lousy 
place with one dressing room for 


all of us. I like to take naps on the 
set, and I wound up sleeping on a 
bedroll between takes. It was 
rough, but we made a truly fabu¬ 
lous film.” 

Memorable meltdowns 

Black’s lack of pretense, as well 
as her emotional bravery, show 
through in performances again 
and again. Who can forget her 
plucky stewardess with an itch for 
that beastly Charlton Heston in 
Airport '75 (1974), or her starlet 
wandering the Boulevard of Bro¬ 
ken Dreams in The Day of the Lo¬ 
cust (1975)? Remember her melt¬ 
down at an outdoor cafe in Can 
She Bake a Cherry Pie? ( 1983) or 
screaming her guts out in Invaders 
from Mars (1986)? More recently, 
there was her blind lesbian psy¬ 
choanalyst with a indecipherable 
accent in Men (1998), from a 
script she co-wrote. Now try to 
imagine her slightly older serious- 
as-cancer contemporaries Jane 
Fonda or Faye Dunaway taking 
such risks, and you can appreciate 
the special gift that is Black. 

Her tender-hearted and slow- 
witted vulgarian Rayette Dipesto 
in Five Easy Pieces brought her 
stardom and an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion. It’s a performance for the 
ages; that movie is simply 
unimaginable without Black. She 
proved a great foil for Jack Nichol¬ 
son’s social dropout — through 
her, we observe just how thor¬ 
oughly he has rejected his 
birthright and talent. In seeing the 
movie today, what strikes on first 
impact is the perfect ending that 
sneaks up on the audience, and 
Rayette, by quiet surprise. “The 
ending was put there at the end of 
the shoot,” Black informs. “The 
director [Rafelson] and writer 
[Adrien Joyce] didn’t agree, and 
the director’s version won out.

Even though that movie feels very 
loose, it’s amazing how kempt the 
plot is.” 

In Nashville, she was vicious 
perfection as a singer not quite on 
top. Anyone who has ever been 
inches from the crown of glory 
will revel in Black’s barely con¬ 
tained loathing of Opry queen 
Barbara Jean, played with Loretta 
Lynnish overtones by Ronee Blak- 
ley. (Another reason to rejoice: a 
reprinted Nashville is coming to 
the Castro August 5 for its 25th 
birthday.) 

If further evidence of Black’s 
master status is needed, there’s 
Trilogy of Terror, the no-budget 
1975 TV-movie featuring her in 


four distinct roles in three short 
“terrifying” tales. Number three 
has become an unlikely minor 
classic, as Black is the only human 
onscreen battling an ill-tempered 
doll that has come to life and 
wants her for dinner. “It’s not 
great filmmaking,” Black is quick 
to mention. “But the subject itself 
is profoundly upsetting to ‘every- 
man.’ Here is something very 
small and discountable that 
should be easy to dispense with, 
but it overcomes you.” Consider¬ 
ing the modesty of the produc¬ 
tion, Black creates amazing sus¬ 
tained tension. She was so effec¬ 
tive, in fact, that she has made a 
career specialty of horror, appear¬ 


ing in features whose titles tell all: 
It’s Alive III: Island of the Alive 
(1987), Evil Spirits (1990), Fatal 
Encounter (1990), Auntie Lee’s 
Meat Pies (1993) and Plan 10 
From Outer Space ( 1997). 

No gooey-eyed love stories or 
bikini-clad 007 flicks litter Black’s 
resume. She has always been too 
complicated to be a conventional 
leading lady. She is a contradicto¬ 
ry organism with a sweetly child¬ 
like voice that can erupt into ear¬ 
piercing shrieks or float through 
tender ballads. Her somatic pres¬ 
ence is similarly intriguing, with 
her voluptuous body, generous 
lips and flowing tresses. Those 
beady eyes can appear slightly 
crossed, then bulge convincingly 
at the site of a corpse, alien or 
some other offense to genteel liv¬ 
ing. Just as quickly, they can turn 
murderously icy. “On the surface, 
her characters are ditzy, but un¬ 
derneath she’s in control,” ob¬ 
serves Huestis. And she seems at 
all times a wee bit demented and 
menacing, which of course is part 
of her enduring appeal. There is 
something subversive and danger¬ 
ous inside that overactive mind, 
and it never fails to register on her 
expressive face. 

So maybe Karen Black is one of 
the modern screen’s great under¬ 
valued talents. And maybe the July 
21 fete will provide one small step 
toward reparation. How does she 
feel about this special attention? 
“I’m charmed, I’m surprised, and 
I hope everyone will have a good 
time.”

Ve gotten over chat rooms and have downloaded more porn im¬ 
ages than I can safely consume; now I’ve turned my modem to 
something far more exciting: streaming audio. Until I got my 
hands on a fast connection, I couldn’t appreciate what was hap¬ 
pening music-wise out there in cybertopia, but now that I’m fully 
equipped, I’m in awe of what I’ve found. Download the appropri¬ 
ate tuner from a place like Aladdin Systems (Aladdin.com) or 
RealPlayer.com, and the world of cyber-radio unfolds dramati¬ 
cally. I’m especially fond of commercial-free, alternative radio pro¬ 
grams, and in these realms, the Internet far surpasses in quality and 
abundance anything being broadcast over the airwaves in the U.S., 
owing to government suppression of micro radio-stations. On the 
Net, all radio flourishes; there are no pirates, just adventurers. 

Many of the available tuners sort broadcasts (or, rather, netcasts) 
into categories such as classical, rock, alternative, techno/dance, col¬ 
lege, comedy, news, gospel, Latin, country, blues and the like. My fa¬ 
vorite virtual tuner to date is the Aladdin Tuner, which allows you 
to point to any country (and the continent of Antarctica) on its 
world map and click on any number of radio stations, all instantly 
accessible with quality sound (some stereo, some not). You can also 
search the entire world for easy-listening stations, or government 
stations, or pretty much any style or type of content you desire. 

For all you drama queens, there’s a radio show called “A Night 
at the Movies” (http://usersl.50megs.com/vulture) that netcasts 
an endless stream of tunes from your favorite flicks, TV shows and 
video games. It delivers a decent mix of everything from overblown 
Star Wars scores to the familiar ditty from Peanuts animated films, 
to songs from just about every musical ever recorded. 

Classical music abounds on the Net, with BBC Radio leading 
the way (www.bbc.co.uk), but in stiff competition from netcasters 
throughout the Americas, Asia, Australia, Europe and elsewhere. 

New York boasts some kick-ass rock/alternative/dance stations, 
such as Next World Entertainment Zone (www.nwez.netout), 
which netcasts an amalgam of rock, hip-hop, trance and whatnot, 
all very cutting edge. The Womb, out of Florida, delivers video of 
deejays spinning the latest sounds — as do many Net stations. Out 
of Dublin, Ireland come potent audio/video netcasts on XFM Audio 
(http://isis.ie/xfm), while from London comes Virgin Radio Live 
(www.virginradio.com), a commercial enterprise with a megastore 
inventory. For recorded alternative programs, the best SF source is 
Beta Lounge (www.betalounge.com), where snappy deejays pack¬ 
age their best hits weekly, available to play at the click of a mouse. 

Opera buffs will love OperadiO.com out of England, which offers 
high-quality programming day in and day out, featuring interviews 
with divas, artistic directors, conductors and others on its website. 

San Diego is the source of World Music Radio Live, where you’ll 
find beats from many continents, though you can go directly to the 
source by surfing channels from Africa, if that’s where your heart lies. 
My favorite “folky” channel comes out of Maryland. Hober Live 
(www.hober.com) delivers everything from Smoky Robinson to Pete 
Seeger to Arlo Guthrie, all in a folksy way, with tides of songs dis¬ 
played along with down-home pithy observations with a 21st centu¬ 
ry country twist: Each saying has a link to some obscure website. ▼

F amed French pornographer 
Jean-Daniel Cadinot’s new 
video, Street Boyz, is a suc¬ 
cessfully horny follow-up to last 
year’s sizzler, Insatiable. In the 
trademark Cadinot fashion, Street 
Boyz whisks a large cast of striking 
fellows through a number of 
quickly paced scenes, with just 
enough plot to provide a reason for 
the men to meet up. And meat up. 
These boys aren’t the teenage 
Parisian street urchins the video’s 
title suggests, but a striking assort¬ 
ment of young men on the move. 
Although they’re On the Road, 
their trip is neither of the Bob 
Hope or Jack Kerouac variety. 
What with the constant delay of 
having sex with everybody they 
meet, it’s a wonder these hitchhik¬ 
ers ever reach their destination 
at all. But getting there is 
half the fun, right? 

Cadinot’s European 
performers may not be 
as immediately attractive 
to our eyes as their 
American porn star 
counterparts, so inter¬ 
changeable 
in their 
buff whole¬ 
someness. 

But they’re infinitely more sexual 
creatures, with a hunger that’s 
strikingly different from the profi¬ 
cient yet frequently complacent 
professionalism of many American 
porn stars. They’re only a touch 
more civilized than the sex-crazed 
boys of Berlin we’ve seen in Cazzo 
Hard imports like Berlin Techno 
Sex and, especially, Sex for Sale 
(whew!), but similar in their 
stripped-down and frequently 
shaved look. Most of the boys are 
so thin that you can count their 
ribs. But this slightness of body 
only accentuates the size and swing 
of their dicks, which bang around 
as brutally as Quasimodo dangling 
on the bell rope. 

Most particularly, there is 


Rudolphe Vernier, a handsome lit¬ 
tle tyke with man-sized meat and 
lascivious attitude. He counters 
his Michael J. Fox boyishness, 
whiskerless face and preppy 
crewcut with a low- 
down, demanding 
sexuality. He’s equal¬ 
ly sensational as ei- 
, ther bottom or top, 
and loves to show 
off seductively. When 
a second hitchhiker asks 
permis¬ 
sion to 
share 

Rudolphe’s shelter in an aban¬ 
doned warehouse, all the answer 
he needs is the sight of the boy’s 
hard cock poking beneath the 
hem of his jockeys. 

Other cast members have 
brooding Continental handsome¬ 
ness, the blonde hair and piercing 
blue eyes of Northern Europeans, 
or the cheekbones of Eastern Eu¬ 
ropeans. Cadinot pairs off some 
suave, slightly older guys with 
younger sexmates, in scenes where 
authority must discipline offend¬ 
ers. And when the cops have fin¬ 
ished evicting hitchhiking squat¬ 
ters from their temporary shelters, 
the guys clean up in sexclubs (a 
steamy bathroom scene that’s a 
miracle of showoff in a cramped 


space, as well as a miracle of what 
can be shoved up a cramped 
space), or simply make out with 
each other in public parks — for 
which they must once again be 
(sexually) chastised by patrolmen. 

Mathias Torello is the shaved 
and pistoning fucker of the bath¬ 
room scene, and I also went gaga in 
a big way for dark daddy Antoine 
Mory, lanky badboy Guilhem 
Thomas, and movie star handsome 
Youri Sakarine. The video’s first 
hour is its best — although the 
quickly edited pace is always fast, I 
never felt shortchanged. Perhaps it 
is the effectiveness of these first 
scenes that can’t be sustained 
through the second three-quarters 
of an hour, but a succession of ten- 
minute scenes can seem random, 
as if the editor tired of his efforts. 
Still, the guys are untiring, and 
come together in ever-burgeoning 
groupings — first a threeway, and 
then a final quartet. But the real 
treat is the first hour: Youri’s angel¬ 
ic face, raven hair and knob-head¬ 
ed cock, Rodolphe’s sensational 
carnality, Mathias’ hairless ramrod. 
Street Boyz has been released by 
Centaur Films, which is Chip 
Daniels’ company. Watch this one, 
and next time we’ll see how it’s af¬ 
fected Chip’s latest film, Naval Es¬ 
cort. Meantime, for more pics it’s

Fitz meets and befriends Isaac 
Kemp, a young black slave who 
captivates his imagination. After 
their captors are ambushed and 
killed, Fitz and Isaac become or¬ 
phans of sorts, and bond in the act 
of returning the body of one of 
the rebel soldiers to his home. It is 
during this journey that Fitz be¬ 
gins to discover a new facet of his 
musical talents — he can commu¬ 
nicate with the “spirit world” 
through music. He also discovers, 
through Isaac, that it is possible to 
be intimate with another man out 
of love, rather than convenience. 


Though Fitz and Isaac separate 
soon after they deliver the dead 
soldier’s body to his home, it is 
not long before fate brings them 
back together. The Notorious Dr. 
August is essentially the story of 
Fitz’s two loves: his love of the 
“Metaphysicals” who inspire his 
spirit music, and his love (difficult 
as it is) for Isaac. 

Family affair 

Both of Fitz’s loves prove prob¬ 
lematic. Although he is able to 
create a name for himself and tour 
the world as a musical spiritualist, 
Fitz is never really at peace with 
his music, and the money that he 
earns from his craft does not al¬ 
ways flow steadily.

Isaac is even more troubling. 
Though Isaac clearly loves Fitz in 
the full sense of the word, he is 
deeply troubled by his attraction 
to him, and he eventually denies 
that love, choosing to marry Alice 
Pangborn, the governess of the 
wealthy family that Fitz and Isaac 
also serve. Fitz, Isaac and Alice live 
together as a kind of family, trav¬ 
eling the world together and col¬ 
lectively raising Isaac and Alice’s 
mixed-race children.

for that reason), but because she 
was a figurative artist. The hege¬ 
mony of abstract expressionism 
after WWII blinded critics, artists 
and teachers to the value of 
painters who dealt with the 
human figure, unless it was a fig¬ 
ure concerned with war or pover¬ 
ty. (The British romantic novelist 
Ouida used to confound her crit¬ 
ics by saying, “I am amazed at the 
propensity of the British press to 
find the potato real and the pas¬ 
sionflower not”) Sexuality, espe¬ 
cially inverted and in a woman, 
was simply not allowed as alterna¬ 
tive subject matter. Thus, Brooks’ 
lengthy neglect. 

Pansy division 

Beatrice Romaine Goddard 
was born in Rome in 1874, third 
child of a prosperous but dysfunc¬ 
tional Philadelphia family. She 
was educated privately and, in 
1902, after the death of her moth¬ 
er left her wealthy and free, be¬ 
came a lady of fashion, with huge 
pansy eyes and masses of alluring 
dark hair. She dabbled in art and 
traveled in exalted fin de siecle lit¬ 
erary and artistic circles. Among 
her intimates were Somerset 
Maugham, Augustus John and 
Jean Cocteau. Though her true in¬ 
clination was Sapphic, Brooks 
briefly married the Englishman 
John Ellingham Brooks (who was 
homosexual) and had a long emo¬ 
tional and physical liaison with 
the Italian symbolist writer, 
Gabriele D’Annunzio. 

Around 1911, when D’Annun¬ 
zio was writing The Martyrdom of 
St. Sebastian (music by Debussy) 
for her, the Russian-Jewish ac¬ 
tress/dancer Ida Rubenstein met 
Romaine Brooks. Though Brooks 
later lived for many years with Na¬ 
talie Barney, who hosted a famous 
Parisian salon, Rubenstein ap¬ 
pears to have been the erotic ideal 
of Brooks’ imagination. She cer¬ 
tainly influenced the young artist’s 
paintings. D’Annunzio also lusted 
after Rubenstein, but in this case 
(at least according to Brooks’ 
memoir, No Pleasant Memories ), 
she succeeded and the Italian 
Lothario failed. 

Brooks began to paint Ruben¬ 
stein, sometimes live and some¬ 
times from photos. The results are 
startling in their frank eroticism, 
their elevated discourse on an¬ 
drogyny and a lesbian ideal (more 
on this in a minute), and in 
Brooks’ monochromatic aestheti¬ 
cism, which to my eye is the most 
arresting thing about her art. As 
she matured, her palette of gray 
and black-and-white, with splash¬ 
es of red, green and blue, gradual¬ 
ly lightened and harmonized. She 
was also an excellent draughts¬ 
man. 

Her portraits are psychologi¬ 
cally powerful because she nails 
certain physical characteristics 
with a penetrating yet impartial 
eye. Her self-portrait on the 
book’s cover is not idealized — 
she really was that beautiful and 
saw herself clearly. And there are 
always the myth-making codes of 
the portraits such as “Una, Lady 
Troubridge,” Radclyffe Hall’s 
lover, who posed with her dachs¬ 
hunds, wearing men’s clothes and 
a monocle, but also earrings and 
red lipstick. 

If there is a problem with this 
book, it is in the text, not in the 34 
superb color reproductions of 
Brooks’ 40 nudes and portraits. 
Because it is the catalog for an ex¬ 
hibition that opened in June at the 
National Museum of Women in 
DC, and moves to the UC Berke¬ 
ley Art Museum in October, the

was “an interior decorator.” If I 
wanted an Austrian artist, Oscar 
Kokoschka was my only choice. 

I didn’t understand why I 
couldn’t look at both. This lengthy 
preamble is intended as a re¬ 
minder that fashion, especially 
when it calls itself truth or taste, 
dictates even the supposed flow of 
free information in higher educa¬ 
tion. Luckily, fashion sometimes 
rescues art as well. Because of the 
civil rights movement, a number 
of gay and lesbian artists have 
been “rescued” from fashion’s 
cruel dismissal. Those funding 
gender studies encourage the ex¬ 
humation of deceased homosexu¬ 
al artists — and even of their 
work. Some of this art has virtu¬ 
ally no lasting power except as a 
cry of emancipation from oppres¬ 
sion. 

Yet some of it stands on its 
own aesthetically, which, in my 
mind at least, is the only true rea¬ 
son for considering an artist and 
her work. Such is the art of Ro¬ 
maine Brooks, forgotten not be¬ 
cause she was a lesbian and paint¬ 
ed strange, emaciated nudes 
(though undoubtedly resurrected

Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, ana that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their pnysicians.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C". Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C max ) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of sternebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half tne 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor matemal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ZERIT (stavudine) 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in study ACTG 240 were 
generally similar to those reported in adftlts. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is usecf in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS) 

Selected clinical events that occurred in adult patients receiving ZERIT in a 
controlled monotherapy trial (Study AI455-019) are provided in Table 1.

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days. 

Method of Preparation: 

ZERIT (stavudine) for Oral Solution 

Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with puri¬ 
fied water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 

1. Add 202 mL of purified water to the container. 

2. Shake container vigorously until the powder dissolves completely. Constitution 
in this way produces 200 mL (deliverable volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. 
The solution may appear slightly hazy. 

3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. Instruct 
patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and to 
store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). Discard 
any unused portion after 30 days.

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Survivor Island redux

H ell is other people.” We 
never thought we’d agree 
with Jean-Paul Sartre 
about anything, but watching the 
first two weeks of Big Brother con- 
winced us the signal line from No 
Exit couldn’t be more true. Ac¬ 
cording to America Online 
(AOL), co-sponsor of the CBS re¬ 
ality show and purveyor of the ul¬ 
timate voyeuristic extravaganza, 
the 24-hour-a-day webcast of the 
Big Brother Compound, 65% of 
those logging on to comment on 
the show, webcast, housemates, et 
al. say they could definitely be on 
Big Brother. To which we say, 
thanks, we’ll take eating live lar¬ 
vae on Survivor to being eaten 
alive in the Big Brother house. 
That Ikea set from hell really 


creeps us out. Too many primary 
colors, scary patterned sheets, the 
constant screaming of the chick¬ 
ens, and that red room — give us 
some neutral shades, please, and 
some white noise. We felt com¬ 
pelled, however, in order to best 
serve our readers, to watch the 
first few (12?) hours of the pro¬ 
gram, though we admit we feel 
incapable of committing to four 
days a week of any TV show. To 
us, watching that much Big 
Brother is tantamount to living 
there ourselves, and while we re¬ 
alize that is the point of this in¬ 
teractive TV series, we find it, 
well, icky. 

Now that the first two people 
have been chosen by the group 
for their Lord of the Flies exit, the 
meanness factor has really come 
to the fore. Edgy, bratty Jordan, 
our favorite player in this creep- 


fest, the exotic dancer (they call 
’em strippers where we come 
from), spent much of the week 
antagonizing housemates by dis¬ 
cussing her life, work and bisexu¬ 
al interests. (In a game of Truth 
or Dare, she was asked, as the 
stripper, of course, whom 
she had been attracted to 
when she first ar¬ 
rived. She said two 
men and two women, 
and named one of 
each. One, Brittany, 
she of the tri-colored 
hair and nose ring, 
voted her out.) 

Jordan and 
William were 
the two voted 
out by the house; the viewers will 
cast votes at 99 cents a call to de¬ 
cide which of the two goes. The 
vote will be decided tonight. 

We admit, we cast our vote for 
William, because we find him 
smug, annoying and playing divi- 
sively into racial stereotypes of 
the arrogant, attractive black 
stud. We like Jordan, because she 
brings a different level of dis¬ 
course to the group as the only 
admitted bisexual. Otherwise 
we’d like to see William stay (we 
have little doubt he’ll be the one 
voted out) just to see how much 
havoc he would wreak. 

The other nightmarish mo¬ 
ment other than the voting (we 
loved how Jamie, the nice-nice 
beauty queen, wanted to roll dice 
to choose people, and the pro¬ 
ducers wouldn’t allow it) was the 
expose of Karen’s disintegrating 
marriage. We called this one be¬ 
fore they were even in the house, 
but the truth came out this past 
week, and then the smarmy Big 
Brother people went to Tom, her 
husband, for his side. In a truly 
embarrassing moment, he read a 
poem (it sucked) about his 
demon wife. Nice effort at win¬ 
ning her back. This show is so in¬ 
trusive it’s terrifying. Please, send 
us to the South China Sea for our 
traumatic group experience. Or 
back home to the folks. Anything 
but this.

And may we just say the first 
person we’d like to vote out is 
Julie Chen, the irritating host (a 
newscaster from The Early Show). 
Decidedly lacking in charm (she’s 
supposed to be CBS’s answer to 
Connie Chung— think again) 
and with an undertone of dismis¬ 
sive meanness that just 
adds to the atmos¬ 
phere of contempt 
and torture this show 
engenders, she’s an 
anti-hostess. We vote 
her over to Survivor 
island. See how she 
fares there 
without a mi¬ 
crophone and 
Armani suits. 
Gang up on the trapped people 
there, and you’ll be eating rats for 
breakfast. 

Wrong tribe 

Speaking of Survivor, and we 
do, often, the melding of the 
tribes has not gone smoothly. 
The one member of the Pagong 
tribe we liked, Gretchen, got 
voted off by the Tagi alliance. We 
love Tagi, but Gretchen should 
have been in Tagi to begin with; 
she was Tagi material. She got 
hooked up with the wrong tribe, 
and we’d hoped to see more of 
her when the tribes combined. 
We really wanted to see her be¬ 
come lovers with Susan, the truck 
driver, who we just knew was 
Gretchen’s soulmate. 

Meanwhile, Greg is dumping 
the skinny, irritating waif Colleen 
for big, queer naked Richard. Oh, 
is it going to get good now! This 
show rocks. We can’t wait for 
next season’s Survivor, to be held 
in the Australian outback (guess 
the producers saw Nicholas 
Roeg’s fabulous ’70s film Walka¬ 
bout and decided to steal the 
script). Frankly, we’d like to see 
all the Tagi people in the new 
Survivor, plus a new team of 
Pagongs. Cool. 

Speaking of survivors, we 
think Geraldo Rivera became a 
caricature of himself years ago, 
completely losing sight of his 
journalistic credibility. Thus we 
were pleased NBC revivified the 
hard-hitting investigative re¬ 
porter who won well-deserved 
journalism awards two decades 
ago before tabloid talk TV sent 
him into a disturbing and some¬ 
times violent downward spiral. 
Rivera’s investigative special for 
NBC, Smashed: Kids and Alcohol, 
addressed the perils of teenage 
drinking, focusing on much 
more than binge-drinking at frat 
parties. The “just say no” anti¬ 
drug policies of the past two 
decades simply don’t apply to al¬ 
cohol. Though the legal drinking 
age in every state is 21, over a 
third of American kids are drink¬ 
ing at 15, and over ten percent 
have started drinking at ten. Fac¬ 
tor in stresses like queerness or 
dysfunctional families, and the 
numbers escalate. 

According to the Rivera re¬ 
port, we’re raising a generation of 
alcoholics, and we neither recog¬ 
nize the signs nor seem to care 
much when we do. The same 
government agencies that spend 
billions in tax dollars to fight the 
so-called drug war haven’t fund¬ 
ed a single program for teenage 
alcoholics in the US. Alcoholism 
remains a serious, if rarely dis¬ 
cussed, issue for the queer com¬ 
munity, and Rivera’s report 
should give pause regarding our 
own queer kids and alcohol. 

Tops in SA 

Finally, ABC gets top honors 


for best and most comprehensive 
coverage of the International 
AIDS Conference in Durban, 
South Africa. In addition to de¬ 
voting significant time on the 
nightly news to the conference, 
there were in-depth reports on 
World News Now, our favorite 
edgy, queerish all-night newscast, 
as well as on 20/20 and Nightline. 
The most poignant — no, gut- 
wrenching — coverage was an in¬ 
terview by veteran newsman Jim 
Wooten, the square-headed, crag¬ 
gy-faced journalist who has cov¬ 
ered more wars, atrocities and 
other hellacious moments of 
men’s imhumanity to men, 
women, children and animals 
than anyone we can think of. 

Wooten always gets the horror 
across without ever seeming to 
break down. One sees in his 
weathered face the sorrow of the 
perpetual witness, but tears never 
hover, the rough voice never 
cracks. Wooten’s a tough guy 
from the old school who can take 
a bullet and keep reporting, even 
as blood fills his mouth. 

Thus it was unsurprising that 
ABC would assign Wooten to in¬ 
terview the 11-year-old South 
African born HIV-infected, now 
with AIDS, whose parents are 
dead from the disease, Nkosi, 
whose speech would open the 
conference. Because who else but 
Wooten could get through such 
an interview without breaking 
into a wash of tears? 

We often despise TV and all 
the repellent things it shows us, 
up-close and personal, about 
how truly creepy people can be. 
So Wooten’s masterful, tender, 
probing yet not intrusive inter¬ 
view with a child so unique, so 
articulate, so filled with desire to 
call attention to the disease that 
has killed his family and, as he 
implies, him soon as well, re¬ 
minded us of what else TV can 
do: show us the incomparable 
grace of real courage. 

Nkosi, with his beatific smile 
and charming politeness, took 
Wooten on a tour of a day in the 
life of a child with AIDS, and 
Wooten, with characteristic elan, 
asked just the right questions, 
discerned the fine line Nkosi 
walks between child and adult. 

Part of this amazing interview 
aired on the evening news, but 
the entire interview — a stunner 
— aired on WNN. Wooten pre¬ 
sented a child whom we might 
well call a saint; he is certainly 
not of this world. This interview 
was so moving without a trace of 
sentimentality (because neither 
Wooten nor Nkosi would brook 
false sentiment), only the truly 
heartless could fail to be affected. 
We offer our sincere thanks to 
ABC for presenting a signal mo¬ 
ment in the long horror that has 
been this battle against AIDS. 
And our praise to Wooten, who 
once again went to the front lines 
of a raging battle and reported on 
the core of the conflict. The heart 
and soul of Africa are being evis¬ 
cerated, its brightest, most shin¬ 
ing lights like this extraordinary 
child, who, even at his young age 
has devoted what remains of his 
life to trying to save the lives of 
others, are being snuffed out at 
an terrifying rate. Wooten re¬ 
minded us, once again, that the 
face of AIDS, like the visage of 
any war, is as startling as it is ter¬ 
rible. But with this remarkable 
interview, he also reminded the 
viewer that even in the midst of 
horror, there can, against all 
odds, be hope. And with that, a 
future — if not for Nkosi, then 
for his peers. T

of leeway. Also, I find working in 
the past gives my imagination 
more elbow room. With things set 
in the present, I feel more trapped 
by facts. When I am working in 
the past, I can make things up, and 
people often don’t know if I am 
making it up or going on research. 
In some cases I forget myself 
whether or not I made it up. 

When you edited Best Gay Eroti¬ 
ca 1998, you said about using sex 
as a topic, "Sex is a wonderful 
subject for fiction. It's so expres¬ 
sive, so dramatic, a way of think¬ 
ing with our bodies, the mind 
climbing down for a brief visit." 

Sex works great for short sto¬ 
ries. A sex act is kind of almost the 
right length for a short story. 
There is also quite a bit of sex in 
my novels. But it is so much part 
of the plot and the expression of 
other things that I find people 
often forget it when they finish the 
book. It was part of a bigger pic¬ 
ture, which is what I think sex is 
like in real life. 

How do you stay so prolific? 

I work very steadily. It is either 
that or get a real job. 

How did Father of Frankenstein 
come about? 

I remember one conversation 
triggered it. I was having dinner 
with a friend, and he wanted to 
make a documentary on James 
Whale. I already knew Whale and 
his movies, but my friend knew a 
couple of facts that I didn’t know, 
and I knew a few facts that he did¬ 
n’t. Because there is no footage of 
Whale working, my friend would 
have to do some fictional scenes. 
He asked me if I had any ideas, 
and immediately my mind started 
sparking with ideas. Basically, the 
opening pages of that novel came 
to me that evening, and the title as 
well. I went home and wrote up 
my notes and ideas, sent them to 
my friend and let him know that 
if he got the funding for the 
movie, I wanted to work on it with 
him. A year passed, and he wasn’t 
able to make his documentary. 
These ideas that came to me 
wouldn’t go away. I asked him if 
he minded if I took those ideas 
and wrote a novel. 

And the rest is history. Did the re¬ 
lease of Gods and Monsters 
change things for you? 

It gives people something to 
talk about me. People really don’t 
know what to make of authors. 
The chance that they read one of 
your books is one in a million, but 
if one of your books has been 


made into a movie, even if they 
haven’t seen it, they will have 
heard of it. 

Bill Condon wrote the screenplay 
for Gods and Monsters. How in¬ 
volved in the process were you? 

He did all the work, but would 
send me drafts of it and ask for my 
feedback. He would use my good 
ideas and ignore my stupid ones. 
The script was there pretty much 
from the start, with just minor 
things to alter. I let Bill know early 
on that it was his baby; I was not 
going to try to control it. 

Any chance of Dr. August going to 
the screen? 

I hope so. There has been some 
interest, some sniffing around. It 
would be a very ambitious, expen¬ 
sive project in scale and scope. 

I wonder if people would be will¬ 
ing to chance that. Gay-themed 
movies don't pull them in. 

Period pieces are hard to do 
anyway, but a gay period piece 
would be particularly hard. 

What are you working on now? 

I am fumbling my way into a 
new novel. I have about 100 pages. 
It is too soon to talk about it, ex¬ 
cept to say this one is set in the 
present. 

Any tips for budding young au¬ 
thors sitting in coffeehouses with 
laptops? 

Some days I would say, “Listen 
to your mother and go to law 
school.” Seriously, though, I’d say 
you need to write as long as the 
writing gives you pleasure, 
whether you are getting published 
or not, or no matter how little 
money you are getting for it. Keep 
doing it. As soon as you’re not get¬ 
ting pleasure from it, quit. Writing 
is so difficult that you have to do it 
for your own personal crazy rea¬ 
sons. You can’t do it for practical 
reasons, like money. 

How did you get started? What 
did you do to get Surprising My¬ 
self published? 

It took me two years to find a 
publisher. I showed it to all these 
people. I have this huge collection 
of rejection letters. To get pub¬ 
lished, you should be willing to 
expose yourself to those rejection 
letters. It is personal and naked. It 
always feels like they’re rejecting 
you, not your work. I have to say I 
still feel that, even after seven nov¬ 
els. 

You don't get rejected anymore, 
do you? 

Oh, yeah. I do get a better class 
of rejection — it’s more polite — 
but I still get rejected. You just 
have to keep trying. T 


Dr. August 
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to bring perspective to what is at 
times a fantastic story. Bram’s 
novel, after all, concerns same-sex, 
mixed-race love in 19th- and early 
20th-century America, and in the 
hands of a lesser writer, the events 
that Bram describes would strain 
believability. Throughout his trav¬ 
els, for example, Augustus meets a 
dazzling array of luminaries, in¬ 
cluding Brahms, Debussy, William 
James, Frederick Douglass, Mal- 
larme and Sigmund Freud. 
Through Augustus’ more experi¬ 
enced eyes, however, we see these 
events with a helpful amount of 
distance, reflection and sometimes 
humor. 

Bram’s story is steeped in peri¬ 
od detail, evidence of a writer 
clearly enamored of his subject 
matter. (In an author’s note at the 
end of the book, Bram identifies 


the various historical studies that 
served to inspire his story. These 
include the work of documentary 
filmmaker Ken Burns and George 
Chauncey’s award-winning book 
Gay New York, among others.) 
Bram’s attention to detail pays off 
handsomely. His writing shines 
when he describes some of the al¬ 
most surreal events that occur in 
this vast story, such as the electro¬ 
cution of an elephant, and the 
burning of Coney Island. 

The Notorious Dr. August is a 
rich, rewarding read, especially for 
those who have an interest in 
music and American history. But 
it is also a compelling tale of a love 
between men that never quite 
blossoms to its fullest potential. In 
this sense, it is thematically simi¬ 
lar to Father of Frankenstein, 
Bram’s novel about James Whale 
that was made into the movie 
Gods and Monsters. Bram’s latest 
novel also seems to have the mak¬ 
ings for the Silver Screen. ▼
